SUMMARY. 

Quinine has taken another spurt, 
which is apparently natural, and based 
on the continued decreased shipments 
of bark from Ceylon, and the approach 


of the consuming season. Borax is 
placed on the advancing list, owing to 
increased consumption, large export 
trade, and a natural reaction from un- 
usually low prices. A close concentra- 
tion of stock is reported in the market 
for Buchu Leaves, and the short pres- 
ent and prospective supplies cause an 
advance in price. There is a bull 
movement on the part of the largest 
holders of Ipecac, and as they are 
given the credit of controlling the 
market, higher values are expected. 
An important item this week is the re- 
ported disruption of the National As- 
sociation of White Lead Corroders, 
which is attributed to the dissolution 
of the Western pool and to interior 
dissensions. Thestatistical position of 
Petroleum includes the business of the 
pipe lines, exports for the calendar 
year and foreign statistics. At the 
annual meeting of the Menhaden Oil 
and Guano Association last week, 
measures were taken for bettering the 
condition of the industry, the feature 
of pooling or consolidating being con- 
sidered the leading remedy. Japanese 
Fish Oil is an unprofitable and neglect- 
ed business in the native land, but ef- 
forts are being made to revive the in- 
dustry. Window Glass manufacturers 
held their semi-annual meeting last 
week and congratulated each other on 
the success of past business. Ameri- 
can Cotton Oil makes a good showing 
in the Marseilles market, where the 
im} orts and values have continued to 
surpass the product trom Evgland. 
Naval Stores Manufacturers of Geor- 
gia have laid vut a plan of operations 
for the factors to follow, and expect a 
strict adherence to their instructions. 

A scrap of ancient history about pe- 
troleum production in Pennsylvania 
will be found in this issue. The Shan- 
nopin oil field is described in an inter- 
esting interview. The use of oil as 
fuel has been demonstrated to the sat- 
isfaction of consumers in Glasgow. A 
bill will soon be introduced in the 
Ohio Legislature affecting the oil and 
natural gas fields of that state. The 
condition of the mineral oil industry 
in Galiciais referred to, and a concise 
review given of the London Petroleum 
warket for 1886. The annual review 
of the oleo oil market at Holland will 
be found interesting at this time, as it 
presents an encowaging situation so 
far as stocks are concerned. Stocks 
in the heavy oil field are still decreas- 
ing. 

The improved condition of the borax 
market has caused some remarks to be 
made from a London source. Efforts 
are still being made to change the 
law relating to goods in bonded ware- 
houses. Arsenical wall paper has been 
discussed again in Boston. A treatise 
is published on the extraction of the 
oils of orange and lemon in Sicily. The 
sulphur industry of the West is de- 
scribed by a party whois thoroughly 
familiar with the subject. Some fresh 
information on the German potash 
trade is given. Commercial pepsins 
are commented upon by good authori- 
ty. Alarge amount of woney has been 
awarded the heirs of Mr. Smith, as 
their share of the value of the recipe 
for the manufacture of Hostetter & 
Smith’s bitters. The alleged wonder- 
ful discovery of a new explosive has 
been exposed by an English writer. 
Among our foreign trade letters will 
be found annual statistics in reviewing 
the business t:ansacted in some arti- 
cies on the other side of the Atlantic. 
The REPORTER bas uot prepared an- 
nual reviews for the reason that they 
are not wanted by the different trades; 
our aim is to give some base for future 
operations and let the past take care 
of itself,

HIGH PRICES FOR BUCHU LEAVES. 

The history of the drug trade, dur- 
ing the past ten years at least, fails to 
record an instance in which short 
buchu leaves sold at a price as high 
asthat now demanded, There have 
been times when the quotation for 
prime leaves has touched twenty cents 
per pound, but that was six or seven 
yeérsago and since that time the arti- 
cle has sold down to six and eight 
cents and in some instances at a 
cent or two less per pound. For a 
month or more the price has been 
gradually advancing, but until last 
week the highest point touched was 
twelve cents. Within the past few 
days the market has advanced rapidly 
and now the lowest price quoted is 
twenty-five cents, without regard to 
quality, and although there is a good 
deal of inquiry, the holders are very 
firm and offer sparingly at that. It is 
currently reported that the market 
has been cornered by a prominent 
house, and the expectation is that 
prices will go much higher. 

Whether the reported corner is a re- 
ality or not, the situation of the arti- 
cle seems to warrant the advance. 
From what has ordinarily proved a 
reliable source we learn that the avail- 
able stock of prime short leavesin the 
United States does not exceed thirty 
bales, and the prospects of increased 
supplies are not very brilliant. So far 
as known there is nothing to come for- 
ward from the producing districts in 
South Africa, and if this proves to be 
the case not a pound can reach this 
market before April, when the new 
crop will begin tocome in. The Eng- 
lish market it is said can not help this 
any, as itisin abuat the same shape. 
At the public sale in London on Thurs- 
day last, the offerings were only twenty 
or twenty-five bales and these were 
all purchased, some possibly for this 
market, though the probabilities are 
that it is all required for home use. 

The present condition of the market 
isdue partly to the increase iu con- 
sumption. eonsequent upon the low 
prices ruling for several years past, 
and partly to the decreased produc- 
tion, attributable to the same cause. 
The increased prices will no doubt 
stimulate the production, in which 
event prices must necessarily return to 
figures more in accord with the actual 
value of the drig. Since the advance 
in the genuine leaves, it is reported, a 
bastard article which has frequently 
appeared on the market of late, has 
been offering as genuine at a consider- 
ably lower price. We have no direct 
evidence that such is the case, but buy- 
ers of the drug would do well to be on 
their guard, as we are assured thatthe 
true leaves are not purchasable a‘ any- 
thing like the prices at whi-h tre other 
can be bought.

QUININE AGAIN ADVANCING. 


The quinine market has sustained a 
series of ups and downs during the 
past six months and after a somewhat 
prolonge | period of- depression seems 
to be once more getting on its feet. Inu 
our market report last week it was in- 
timated that efforts were making to 
get up a corner in quinine, and that 
the market had been depressed to 
forty-nine cents, to «nable the wanip- 
ulators tofrighten out the weak hold- 
ers and incidentally to get control of 
anything purchasable at a certain 
limit. This effort appears to have been 
partially suceessful at least, for on 
Friday the market began to recover 
and since then has been steadily ad- 
vancing a cent or two each day, until 
at the date of present writing bolders 
are reluctant to part with their stock 
et less than fifty-five cents, and at 
that figure there are no anxious 
sellers. Activity and a somewhat 
feverish feeling has characterized 
the market since the upward move- 
ment set in, and reports current to- 
day are that large quantities of stock 








have been changing bands at the ad- 
vancing flgures, 

The position of quinine at the pres- 
ent time is generally considered better 
than it has been for months past. 
Withcut the assistance of the strong 
pressure that has recently been 
brought to bear by the speculitive 
manipulation, there is reason to be- 
lieve that the article is on the verge of 
apatural improvement, which, thouzh 
it might not earry the market up to 
auy hing like the figures expected by 
the sanguine, would no ooubt place it 
upon a much more remunerative basis. 
There have been no alsolutely pew 
developments in the position, outside 
of those which have loug been relied 
upon to lift quinine out of the uusat- 
isfactory position it has occupied 
for months, but as time  pass- 
es, the circumstances atten-tiny 
eonsumption and production tend t 
show more clearly that the anticipateo 
improvement in values caunot be de- 
layed much !onger. It has been fre- 
quently urged thst the increase in 
deliveries of bark and the decrease ip 
the receipts, wust eventuate in much 
higher rates for the raw material, au . 
naturally av appreci»tion in the val- 
ue of the alkaloid. Thetrath o: th: 
first deduction is shown in the returts 
from the burk sales during the past 
three months, but the predicted ac- 
cowpapying result seems only now 
about to be realized. The results ot 
the b«rk sale during the next montb 
are expected to have a very decidew 
effect upon the fut:.reof quinine. § 
far the receipts for the bark year show 
a decrease of nearly 1,500,000 lbs on 
about 30 per cent. compared with the 
corzespondipg period twelve month- 
ago, and this it is believed cannet 
but help to turn the tide in a very 
decided wanner. 

Iu the meantime the consumption ot 
Hiesulphate of quinine has steadily 
iuereased all over the world, as bas 
been demon-trated quite elaborately 
in ar article to be found elsewhere iv 
this issue. The stagnation which char- 
acterized the m rket during the clos- 
ivg mouths of last year was po doubt 
due to the general lack of confidence 
in the article, owing to its failure to 
realize during that period the predic- 
tious bused on the bark statistics. It 
is said that the +tock of quinine in the 
hands of regular distributors through 
out the country, consequeut upon this 
timid ty ha-e been allowed to fall 
very low, and that with the opening 
of the consuming season only a few 
weeks off, this deficiency must be made 
gooa, and the resulting demand will 
materially assist the advancing ten- 
deucy of the mark: t. 
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A CORNER IN LPECAC, 


The past week bas witnessed a sharp 
advauce in the price of ipecac, ana 
there is reported to be a strung proba- 
bility that wuch higher figures will be 
quoted in the near future. For some 
time pest the drug has been selling ai 
unusually low prices, the range being 
from eighty to eight --sev-n and a hall 
ernts per pound, accordiug to quality 
No reason existed for this condition . | 
affairs, as there is a steady and uni- 
form out! t, and the only explanation 
is that the value of the article has sut- 
fered from the general depreei tio: 
which took possession of the marke: 
overa yearago, The stock has beev 
steadily decreasing, it ‘s said, and tak 
ing advautage of this fact, one 
of the principal jobbers of the 
trade here has been quietly buy- 
ing up whatever he could get 
iu this market, or on the other 
side, with the intention of cornering 
thed ugaud foreing up pric s when the 
proper time arrived. The tiwe for an 
advauce was apparentiy considered 
ripe this l»st week and accordingly 
buyers found that they were com elled 
to go much beyond the former limit if 
they wanted the goods, with the pros- 


pect of paying more later on. 









OIL; PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


This 
has naturally created a larze demand 
for ipecac, and a considerable number 
of sales on speculative and consumers 
account have been recorded within the 
past few days, the price steadily ad- 
vancing until the dollar mark wae 
reached, where it may rest for a short- 
er or longer time. 

The statement that the primary 
cause of the dvance is the shortage of 
supplies here and abroad, is discredit- 
~d by some in the trad+, who intimate 
that not only is there an ample stock 
ou the spot, bat that London is abun 
lantly supplied.

On the other 
hand the assurance 's given that stocks 
here have seldom if ever been at so low 
t point as they are at present, while 
London iu p'ace of having the usual 
supply of several hundred seroons, has 
‘ot more that fifty-three on hand to- 
day,

THE DEMORALIZATION OF THE 
WHITE LEAD ASSOCIATION, 


Has the National White Lead Asso- 
tiation actually disbanded? Some of 
the local corro ers who have beeu 
rominently identified with the efforts 
made to patch up the agreewent, when 
dissension bas threatened its exixt- 
nce, say present appearances indicate 
that the influence of the assoc‘ation 
has gone, but do not care to go on rec- 
ord as having uttered a positive opip- 
ion to that effect. Others, with appor- 
tunities for being as well posted, are 
‘oclined to doubt any statement cred- 
‘ting the association with actual los+ 
f recuperative power though admit- 
ing that its affairs just now are ina 
‘ery tangled state. It has so often 
neen in a similar or nearly similar 
position, from which it has been extri 
cated after a prolonged struggle be- 
tween the hopeful and hopeless ele- 
ments among its members, that it is 
hard for those who have pinned their 
aith on this method of maintaining 
prices to bring themselves to believe 
that it has finally gone the way of, its 
several predecessors, 

It is possible that the National 
White Lead agreement may come out 
of its present difficulties more or less 
lamaged, but still able to hold its ow» 
until some other case of real or imag- 
ined irregularity throws it again into 
a state of demoralization, but the 
probabilities are that it will not. The 
anxiety of some corroders to extend 
their territory and the impossibility 
of increasing their sales except at the 
expense of some brother member ot! 
‘he association has been a source of 
‘rouble wore or less serious, from the 
date of the first meeting. It is the im- 
mediate cause of the pretent demorali- 
zation. When other corroders at the 
veginniug of the year issued circulars 
to their customers apprising them of 
the change iu rebates, on» of the west- 
ern men, who is credited with having, 
m arecent occasion, temporarily upset 
the affairs of the association by send- 
i:gin his resignation, issued a notice 
t» the effect that he would meet any 
wrices that were made. Naturally his 
‘ompetitors considered this a super- 
fluou declaration calculated to create 
the impression that the national agree- 
ment was ot beiig generally ob- 
s-rved, and when the same curroder 
secured a contract from a customer of 
a Ch'cago corrod.r, by selling to him 
at less than association prices, it 
resulted in anindignation meeting of 
the western pool of corroders, which 
terminated in a dissolution of that in- 
stitution. The western poo! is a part 
of the National Associatiop,and a very 
important part, so that if its members 
e uld not maintain their posi:ion in 
regard to it, there is every probability 
that they cannot remain true to the 


national agreement, the interests of 


EE 
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one being almost identical with the 
interests of the other. 

A ray of hope, which is grasped by 
those who are loth to believe that the 
national association has gone ty the 
board, is found in the reports of the 
western meeting which have so far 
reached here. These are in effect that 
the reported suspension of the western 
pool is only temporary. A temporary 
euspension might be made for the pur- 
pose of disposing of surplus stocks on 
contracts for futuredelivery, that be- 
ing now forbidden by the terms: f the 
national agreement, or it may be that 
the western corroders have no dispo- 
sition to place their surplus, except as 
a means of fighting the reputed cutter 
for a season with his own weapons, in 
the hope of bringing him toterms. Io 
any event it wou'd seem that it 
iwust result in the disruption of the na- 
tional associatian, which cannot exist 
rolong as there is any cutting of 
prices going on in any section. The ma- 
chinery having once been stopped there 
is se. ious r asoc to believe it can never 
be put in motion again. If any proof 
of this were needed it might be foun } 
in the significant reply of a »promineat 
local member of the : ssociation when 
asked if he thought the agreement 
would berevived. He said: ‘We will 
never subscribe to anything but ap 
iron- clad agreement, which will regu- 
late the affairs of the trade withuut 
giving individual members the right 
to take mattersin their own hands at 
any time—something in the nature of 
the ‘trust system.’ That is the only 
way in which the white lead business 
can be carried on without constant 
bickerings. A form of ugreement 
such as that under which the trade 
has been operated is worse than use- 
less.” 





IMPORTANT ACTION BY-THE MEN- 
HADEN OIL AS-OCLATION, 

Probably the most impo) tant meet- 
ing held by the United States Men- 
haden Oil and Guano Ass ciation, was 
the annual gathering in this city last 
week, when action was taken relative 
to a concentration of the business to 
regulate prices, &v., and a comb'nation 
of all the fishery interests in the Unit 
ed States for legislative purposes. The 
subjcct of a pooling of issues has fre- 
quently been broached at the »nnual 
conclaves, but most of the members 
were not acquainted with this method 
of doing business and hesitated to in- 
augurate a new pulicy, hence the mat- 
ter was allowed to hang fire every 
year. The m re influential and expe- 
rienced members regretted that some 
measures were not adopted last season 
to combine their interests, but since 
then several factories have withdrawn 
from the industry, prices have gone 
tron bad to worre and the owners ot 
the remaining fish factories realize the 
uecessity of doivg something to pre 
vent the business from being wiped 
out of existence. Thesubj-ct of united 
action therefore met with more ap- 
proval last week—in fact not a dis 
senting yoice was heard, and views 
were expressed which meant that co- 
operation was the only remedy which 
they could grasp with auy show of 
bettering the condition of the trade 
in menhaden fish oil and guano. It 
has been suggested ‘hat a pool be 
formed uoder the control of the execu 
tive committee; that a selling agent be 
appointed in New York, Buston and 
Baltimore, and that all sales or pur- 
chases of forced offeriugs be under the 
instructions of the executive commit- 
tee. But no plan will bea:'pted until 
a special meeting is called by the chair- 
man. Hehas been appointed a com- 
mittee of one to investigate the wurk- 
ings of the differeut trade organiza- 
tions and report as soon as cow venient. 
There is a strong probability that a 
combination will be entered into be- 
fore the next season opensin May. Of 
the forty factories in operation the 











past season, itis claimed tliat the own- 
ers of twenty five are anxious to enter 
a pool for mutual benefit, and no doubt 
the remainder will also express a de- 
sire for relief in such a form, when 
heard from. 

Avoother good movement by the asso- 
ciation was the appointment of a com- 
mittee of eight members to attenda 
convention of all the fishery interests 
in the United States on February 23 
at Gloucester; Mass., for the purpose 
of forming a strong union to confront 
the enemies of the fisheries in Con- 
gress, and cause more favorable legis- 
lation in the future. The committee 
has been instructed to assist in bring- 
ing the four branches togethe: as one 
body, including the lake and oyster 
interests, as the time is ripe for united 
action on coming legislative battles, 
the most important of which ‘s the 
Canadian question. They vill g>to 
Washington representing ivuu-tries 
with a capital of about twenty million 
dollars and will demand that their 
rights be protected, which means no 
treaty with Canada but a high duty 
on its products, and similar action on 
degras grease and fertilizor ingredi- 
ents from other countries. We are 
pleased to see that the menhaden cil 
association can be antagonistic when 
it wants to be; a little more of this 
spirit in the past would have served it 
to good purpose. The association is 
now thoroughly aroused to the nece:- 
sity of the hour, and it is to be hoped 
that the two projects now under foot 
will be pushed to completion, It is 
about to experience a new era of pros- 
perity, but to bring it about will re- 
quire careful watching and diligent 
work. As the president bas the most 
important duty to perform, there is 
every cause to look for a fayorable and 
most satisfactory result of the scheme 
for co-operation. Proceedings uf the 
meeting will be found on another 
page of this issue. 
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THE SATISFACTORY BUSINESS IN 
WINDOW GLASS. 


Better reports than usual were made 
at last week’s session of the National 
Window G'ars Maunufacture:s’ Associ- 
ation in Washington. A review of the 
business for the year showed better re- 
sults than the most sanguine manu- 
facturers anticipated, and the return 
to better times was a cause for con- 
gratulation. Eighty-two per cent. of 
all the factories are in operation, and 
notwithstanding the late period of the 
season at which they started, the pro- 
duction thus far has been fuily up to 
requirements. The better prices real- 
ized for glass stimulated importation, 
which increased during tne last 
two years from twenty-six to 
thirty-two per cent. of the entire con- 
suwption in the United States. Both 
manufacturers and importers have, 
therefore, benefitted from the in- 
creased demand. The question of 
wages Will uot be considered until the 
annual meeting next July at Cape 
May, when new propositions will be 


submitted on both sides.

THE STATISTICAL SITUATION OF 
PETROLEUM, 

The Government statistics of exports 
for the calendar year and for Dece .: ber 
came to hand last week, as also the 
pipe lines statements for December, 
which, with the foreign statistics to 
hand, give the complete statistical 
situation of the petroleum industry at 
the close of tha year 1886. We will 
first briefly consider the year’s busi- 
ness. The (iovernment statemert 
gives the total exports of petroleum 
and its products for the year 1886 at 
579,673,341 gallons and for 1885 at 568,- 
086 619 gallons, showing a gain of 11,-. 
586,722 gallons. <As this statement 
includes refined, lubricating and the 
lighter products of petroleum, as well 
as crude, it is of little value except for 
comparison, and even for this purpos¢ 
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it has little practical worth, as the 
proportion of crude, naphtha, ete., 
varies from year to year. From other 
sources more specific, and conse- 
quently more satisfactory, we learn 
that the total exports in crude equiva- 
lent during 1886 reached 712,232,140 
gallons, or 16,957,908 barrels. This is 
an amount about equal to one-half of 
the total supply on hand at tte close 
of the year; or, in other words, our 
stock, as represented by the pipe line 
returns, would be sufficient to supply 
our export trade for two years, leaving 
the current production tor home con 
sumption. As the tota' production in 
1886 was 25,914,312 barrels and the de- 
erease in stocks was 171,140 barrels, 
the home con umption last year 
amounted to 9,127,544 barrels, and the 
total to 26,085,452 barrels, though the 
report of deliveries as reported daily 
make the figures 26,332,094 barrels. 
Perhaps this discrepancy may be ac- 
counted for by stock in distillers’ 
hands. The stock on hand on the 
closing day of the year was 33,367,898 
barrels, on the close of 1885 it was 
83,539,038 barrels, 1884 it was 36,872,892 
barrels, and at the close of 1833 it was 
85,715,565 barrels. From this it will be 
seen that the decrease during the past 
year has been sinaller than during the 
previous years, and this fact may be 
significant as possibly showing the 
production to have approached a mi.- 
imum. The exports, although showing 
an increase, have not kept pace with 
the increase in consumption, and this 
is due tothe use of Russian oil, which 
has been actively pushed in the Euro- 
peao markets. This is made apparent 
by the fact that in countries where ou 
product merts with no competition 
the increase in consumption has been 
very large, while tu the others our 
shipments show, in some cases a de- 
cline, and in others bunt a very small 
increase. The requirements for 1887, 
allowing for a fair increase, may there- 
fore be set down at 27,000,000 barrels, 
or a monthly consumption of 2,250,000 
barrels. Assuming the production to 
reach 26,000,000 barrels during the 
present year, we would have to draw 
on our surplus to the extent of 1,000,000 
barrels, and at this rate the decrease iu 
stocks is certainly not alarming. But 
as any estimate of probable production 
is mere guessing, it has no value and 
may be disregarded. It is fair to 
assume, however, that the surplus 
stocks at the end of the present year 
will not show a larger reduction than 
they did at the end of the past year. 
There are too many contingencies to 
affect production and the foreign de- 
mand to admit of prognostications, 
The December statistics of the pipe 
lines, as compared with those for the 
month of November, show a decrease 
in the deliveries of about 170,000 bar- 
rels, while the runs show a decrease of 
about 20,000 barrels, which means 
a reduction in the month’s drain 
on the supply of 150,000  bar- 
rels as compared with Novem- 
ber. The total stocks as reported 
show a decrease of 365,888 barrels as 
eompared with the report for Novem- 
ber, but the stocks were larger at the 
close of December than at the close «.f 
either February, March, April, May or 
June of the past year. The reduction 
in the stocks during the month of No- 
vember amounted to 297,666 barrels. 
It will be noticed that notwithstand- 
ing a reduction in December's defici- 
ency as compared with the deficiency 
of November, as shown by the 
rans and deliveries, the statement 
of stocks shows a decrease of 68,222 
barrels greater than was the decrease 
in total stocks during the previous 
month.- The situa’ion as shown by 
the pipe line statement is still favor- 
able to the producer, and were prices 
altogether regulated by the supply 
and demand, he might with some de- 
gree of confidence look for an advance 
iz market values, There will have to 





be greater inroads on the surplus, with 
marked decrease” in the production, 
before the speculative markets will 
respond to the influeuce of fluctuating 
supplies and production.

AMERICAN COTTON OIL AT MAR- 
SEILLES. 

The REPORTER is in receipt of a 
large circular from Stalla & Bros., of 
Marseilles, France, giving the compar- 
ative annual movement of cotton oil at 
that port. The statement contains 
the names of the various American 
shippers and the amount of oil sent to 
Marseilles every mon:h by each one. 
The firm shipping the largest amount 
during last year has 6,024 barrels to its 
c.edit, and the next largest 4,415 bar- 
rels, while 11,857 barrels are credited to 
upknown brands. The total amount 
of American cotton oil received at 
Marseilles during the twelve months of 
1886, was less than the year previous 
but larger than any other year, as will 
be seen by the following comparative 
statement of imports, including Amer- 
ican and English cotton oils:

THE ADVANCE IN BORAX. 


Within the past week there has been 
a most decided improvement in the 
bor: x market, not only here but in 
Eogland and on the Continent. The 
upward movement set in during the 
last week of the old year, but prior to 
that time the market was in a most 
unsatisfactory shape so far as the pro 
ducers’ intererts were concerned. Since 
the begivning of 1882 the course of 
prices has bee almost st»adily down- 
ward, such improvement as has oc- 
curred in the interim having been un- 
important and for the most p rt short 
lived. The greatest depreciation in 
values has, however, occurred within 
the last four years, as will be seen by 
the following table giving the spot 
quotations on January lin the years 
named :

These figures do not, however, show 
the lowest depths to which prices have 
descended during the period covered. 
The lowest figures quoted were four 
and three-quarter cents per pound for 
concentrated, five and three-quarters 
for city refined, and about an eighth 





































of a cent less for California refined. 
These were the quotations ruling last 
December just before the present era 
of improvement set in. 

From twelve and three-quarter cents 
per pound for concentrated borax to 
f urand three-quarter cents is a big 
drop, and it seems almost incredible 
that any in justry could have survived 
such a shrinkage in values. Either 
the production of borax must ha.e 
been a bonanza to those engaged in it 
a hal.-dozen years ago, or an immens-~ 
sum of money must have been lost 
since then in keeping it up. ‘The !at- 
ter alternative seems the more plaus- 
ible, but as none of the producets seem 
to have teen seriously crippled by the 
long depression, the inference would 
be that the business is possessed of 
greater powers of recuperation than 
are given to most industries, Over 
production was the primary cause of 
the decline in prices and profits, and, 
excessiva competition following as a 
natural result, such opportuni'ies as 
may have offered as the basis of a re 
vival in the trade were buried out of 
sight in ‘he efforts made to secure an 
outlet for the steadily increasing stock. 

In ove sense, the great fall in the 
market prices of borux has heen a 
good thing for the trade. It became 
so cheap that new channels of cou- 
suumption were opened and to all ap- 
pearances tho outlet thus secured is a 
permanent one. Last year, although 
the production was reduced litle, if 
apy, the consumption steadily in- 
creased so that before the end of 1886 
the statistics showed that the deliv- 
er‘es from San Francisco aud Lox 
Angeles exceeded the output by 1,100 
barrels, This discovery caused the 

eaction which has led to a steady aud 
gradual advance in prices siuce shortly 
before the beginning of the current 
year, and if the demand continues, as 
there is every reason to believe 16 will, 
this improvement may yoon until 
the returns from the sale of tne article 
will make its production once more a 
profitable business. 

In an article on the state of the 
market on the other side, which ap- 
pears elsewh:re in this issue, the 
causes of the depression are reviewed at 
some length. The effurts of the Cali- 
‘ornia producers to fiud an ontiet 
there for their goods, when the home 
markets were unable to take all ot 
their product, caused a great reduction 
in values, but with the beginning of 
the new era here prices began to 
ascend in Evgland and at the date 
of present writing have advanced to 
£85 per ton, which represents a differ- 
ence of about £25 per ton between the 
selling prices now and those of four or 
uve yearsago. The improvement in 
borax has had a beneficial effect upon 
the boracic acid market across the 
water, and from £40 in December it 
das advanced to £50 on the strength 
of heavy purchases for manufacturing 
and speculative purposes, 


REVIVING THE JAPANESE FISH 
OIL ANDUSTRY. 

As stated ou an-ther page of this 
issue, a representative of the Japanese 
government has been in this country 
for some months for the purpose of »s- 
certaining how to refine fish oils. He 
has very little faith ia published form- 
ulas, for the reason that several have 
been tried without successful results. 
The industry in Japan is yet in a 
erude state, although probably older 
than the menhaden oil business in the 
United States. While prices here ruled 
high, considerable Japanese oil found 
its way to this market, but the im- 
portant decline in values cut off the 
outlet and for the past two years the 
fish have been caught for the guano 
alone, and the crude oil allowed to 
ran into the sea. The government of 
Japan has come to the rescue of the 
industry and at national expense is 
endeavering to find a plan for utilizing

It is the intention to refine it and con- 
suwe the eutire product at home. The 
Japanese representative promises that 
if the processes used here ave described 
to him, no more oil will be exported 
tothe United States, but there isa 
aesitancy on the part of manufactu- 
rers to “give their business aw: y ” 
and, according to the statement of the 
gentleman referred to, no opportunity 


has yet been offered for obtaining the 
The fact that

The naval sture- manuiacturers as- 
sociution of Georgia has succeeded 
in getting an important concession 
from th- railroad companies of the 
S.uth, ia the shane of a twenty per 
cent. reduction on rosin freight rates, 
although the factors secretly opposed 
the reduction from some cause or 
other. ‘The association is now woving 
to secure a change in the system of 
inspection, and :n the charges for the 
work, the purpose beivg to eutirely 
Civorce ‘he sworn inspectors from the 
influeuce of factors and place ikem 
upon an independent footing. It is 
further intended to wipe out the 
abuseo charging a profit on the in- 
specticn of rosin and spirits of turpen- 
tine, and compel every factor to charge 
each customer only the actual amount 
of the cost of iuspection. A request is 
made that production be conducted 
under a prudent and conse: vative pol- 
icy, which means a decreased output, 
owing tothe “trewendous accuwula- 
tion of rosin iu the markets of the 
world,” and the inordivate desire of 
sowe factors to iuc ease their already 
enormous business, The indications 
are stated uevertheless, as favoring a 
larger production this season than 
there is any necessity for, Itis urged 
that an impriovewent iu prices can 
ouly be expected from a waterial re- 
duction in the awouut p oduced, 

The suygestions seem to be timely, 
but they ccme with a bad grace. Alter 
inauguratpg a war wich the factors 
and severely criticising their course, 
the manufac'urers expect assistance 
from that source to carry Out their 
recommendations. This policy may 
bring about co operation in workiug 
out certain fixed plans to bevetit trade,

The fact that the writ of error has been grant- 
ed will te cheerful news tothe manufacturers 
of and dealers in these products. As a direct 
consequence they can now go ahead and do 
busines: pending the final decision of the casc 
by the supreme tribunal of the nation. 


WESTERN NOTES. 


Special correspondence to the OILL, PAINT AND 
DavuG REPORTER.) 
CuIcaGo, Jan. 15, 1887. 

The past week has witnessed the gathering of 
Western crushers in this city which bas been so 
long expected. Tothe average observer cir- 
cumstances would seem to have been fairly 
propitious for a harmonious gathering, as we!l 
as for the adoption of a line of policy calcu- 
lated to advance the welfare of the trade con- 
sidered asa unit. The demand for Oil has been 
improving for some time past, and the price of 
flaxseed in the Chicago market had been stead- 
ily advancing for more than a week previous 
to the day of meeting. And yet, a3 bas been 
many times predicted in these letters, the ad 
journment of the meeting and the dissolution 
of the Western pool occurred simultaneously. 
The session by no means partook of the charac- 
ter of a love feast. If report isto be credited, 
two of the magnates of the organization in- 
dulged in remarks of a sort that no stretch of 
imagination cduld describe as complimentary. 
It is understood that representatives of two 
metropolitan Western cities engag din a war 
of words,in which what may be called the 
“home team’”’ d'd not win fresh laurels, Apart 
from the release of members from any binding 
obligations to maintain fixed prices, the meet- 
ing was devoid of tangible results, A resolu- 
tion was introduced and adopted declaring it 
to be the sense of the body that linseed oil 
ought not to be gold at a lower price than 40 
cents per gallon. However, as there no longer 
exists any organization which can either make 


this resolution may be regarded as advisory 
rather than mandatory. Local crushers, at 
least, appear to have so regarded it. On 
Thureday—the day following the  dis- 
bandment of the pool—they held a 
conference in this city, at which it 
was informally agreed to maintain 38 cents as 
the price to be asked for oil, at least for the 
present. Nocontract to this effect was made. 
but a tacit understanding wa: reached, and the 
co-operation of jobbers will be sought. At 
preeent it does not appear improbable that such 
co-operation can be secured. Most of the de- 
mané for oil to which I have already referred 
has come from jobbers and grinders of paint, 
some of whom have already purchased or con- 
tracted for a sufficient quantity of oil to carry 
them through next season. As by far the 
greater porti. n of the oil in sight is carried by 
eigh: or ten firms, it is not thought likely that 
there will be any serious fall in prices, and I 
have been credibly informed that some sangu- 
ine speculators have even bought oll at 36 
cents in the expectation ot selling it at 40 with- 
in two montbs. That a Jittle cheap oii will soon 
begin to make its appearance here is of course 
to be expected, but it is tolerably sefe to say 
that the offerings will be £0 restricted in quan. 
tity snot to exert any disturbing influence 
upon the market. 

As one of the curiosities of the unsuccessful 
effort to organize a national vool, it is worth 
while to call attention toa project which it was 
at one time hoped might serve as a compro- 
mise measure aod tend to harmozize diverg: nt 
views. A charter for the formation of the Na- 
tional Linseed Con pany was obtained under 
the laws of L/linoie,the capital stock of the con 
cern being fixed at $200,000 and the objecia of 
the organization being to buy and sell linseed oil 
and oil plants. Inm ny of its salient features 
the scheme resembled that for the formation 
of the “Linseed Trust,” though differing in 
some more or less important detailz. The pro- 
ject failed to materializs for reasons not au- 
thoritatively made public. Itis strongly sur- 
mised that its failure may be attributed toa 
feeling of jealousy on the part of one or more 
of those whose co-operation was indispensable. 

FLAXSEED. 

The boom in flaxseed cane to an untimely 
end on Wednesday last. For some unexplained 
cause, the supports which had been given to 
the upward movement was at that time sud- 
denly withdrawn, a.d a drop of two cents 
occurred between the first two sales of cash 
seed. To those who had carefully watched the 
course of the ma-ket and bad seen seed gradu- 
ally advance ten cents per bushel ingide of ten 
days, it was a matter of surprise that on the 
very day when—to judge from appearances—it 
was most important that such advance should 
be maintained, the bottom should be allowed 
to drup out. In other worde, the support was 
withirawa on the day of the meeting of the 

















Western linseed pool, for its effect upon which 
meeting the movement was, by many persons, 
believed to have been initiated. A noticeable 
feature of the market during the week has 
been the excess of sellers over buyers. Futures 
have, of course, followed the lead of cash seed, 
although not keeping even pace therewith. 
May seed has sold with considerable freedom, 
among the largest sellers during the jatter part 
of the week having been some of those appar- 
ently most interested in advancing prices at its 
beginning. 

Further inguiry serves only to confirm the 
correctness of the estimate of the amount of 
seed for the present croup year which I sent 
you Jast week, viz., that it will not 
greatly vary from 9,000,000 bushes. The 
amount already received from the East, etc., 
may be set down in roun! numbers at 8,500,0.0 
bushels, It is rather doubtful whetber even 
the most diligent search would discover more 
than 500,000 bushels back. The stock of o!l al- 
ready on hand is so large that it seems reason- 
ably certain that this quantity of seed will 
prove sufficient to supply all legitimate de- 
mands, while it isnot small enough t» render 
speculation either probable or 5 rofitable, 

COITON AND LARD OILS. 

The mar«et in cotton vil during the week 
has been exceedingly dull, sales being both 
small and slow. Rumors of lower prices for 
crude oil come from New Orleans, ana I bear 
no little speculation as to whether holders will 
not fiad it necessary to reduce rates io this 
market. It is said—and on good authority—- 
that immediately after the recent advance some 
of the smailer mills, who are not members of 
the American Association, took advantage of 
the opportunity to make contracts for future 
deliveries for some time abead at prices some~ 
what lower than current quotations. There 
can be no doubt that were prices lowered a 
large increase in demand would svon follow. 

Lard oil continues substantially the same as 
when I last wrote, to-day’s quotations vLeing 
54 cents. With lard at the present prices, this 
oil certainly cannot be sold at any lower fig- 
ures, and I have heard vague intimations that 
an advance is among the probable contingen- 


cies. 
PiG LEAD. 


The market io pig lead has shown a decided 
advance during the week, and dealers are hope- 
ful. On Tuesday 200 ton3 were sold at $4; to- 
day’s quotations are $425, with a fair inquiry 
for immediate consumption and a hopeful out- 
look forthe future. It ia thought that a de- 
mand willspring up before very long, from 
corrodere, aid no immediate or sudden decline 
in prices is anticipated. There is positively no 
speculative demand apparent in this market at 
present, In St. Louis values are apparently 
unsettled, and quotations for the week have 
varied from $1@1 10 with a comparatively light 
and fluctuating demand. Most of the lead 
purchased in Chicago during the week has been 
bought by shopmen, but the inquiry bas main- 
ly proceeded from other quarters. 

WHITE LEAD. 

A conference of the members of the Chicago 
and St. Louis pool was held here on Thursday. 
Complaiats of violations ot agreements have 
been very numerous of late, and it was con- 
sidere | best that a consultation in reference to 
future action should be held by those most in- 
terested. The result of the deliberations was 
the dissolution of the pool by mutuul consent. 
From tbis time both Chicago and St. Louis wil! 
be free markets, and a general scramble for 
trade may be anticipated, to be conducted on 
the principle of “each man for himself aud 
deuce take the hindmost.” So far as can 
be ascertained, very little white lead is 
at present held by jobbers, stocks—which 
are supposed to be rather long—being beld 
chiefly by corroders, on whom will fall 
the heaviest loss. Dealers are not exhibiting 
any marked sagerness to purchase just at pres- 
ent, the general disposition being to wait and 
see what the unsettled future will bring forth. 
Between the unsettled state of the lend market 
and the lack of certainty regarding the future 
of linseed oil, not a few of those engaged in the 
paint trade are in a state of dout which is cer- 
tainly unpleasant, if no! harassing. 

OLEO OIL, 

Staguation continues the most salient feature 
of the oleo maraet. Prices remain nominally 
the same, but the anxiety to sel! ts far more 
marked than the desire to buy. Of course these 
remarks apply only to the local market, “ith 
the course of which I bave already made you 
acguaipted. There is literally no demand for 
oleo here, and the entire output at this point 
is being exported as rapidly as it is manutac- 
tured. Itis entirely within the bounds of pos- 
sibility that the manufactured product may 
soon exhibit a decrease. 

DRUGS. 

While the general advance in drugs which has 
been predicted in some quarters as likely to 
occur shortly after January Ist is by no means 
as certain asthe rising of the tide, there are 
many who believe that they can already detect 
premonitory symptoms of a coming upward 
movement. Carbolic acid is very firm and 
there seems to be a disposition to purchase 
freely at present prices in anticipation of a still 
further advance. <A sbarp rise in insect 
powder, said to be due to a shurt crop of 
flowers, has excited some little com- 
ment. No other changes in prices have 
marked the week except in ipecac and juniper 
berries, both of which have taken a slight tura 
upward, There is, however, a growing belief 
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that iodine and its compounds will continue to 
rise, and that manufacturers will institute a 
further advance before many weeks. Trade 
continues fairly good.the demand being rather 
in excess of that usual at this season. 

TRADE NOTES. 

A bill is to be introduced into the Illinois 
L°gislature witbin a few days, requiring all 
persons who may desire t’> open retail: drug 
stores to submit to an examination by the 
State Board of Pharmacy and obtan a license 
from that bory. Retail pharmacists are of the 
opinion that the provis‘ons of the existing law 
are not sufficiently stringent, and the proposed 
measure is probably principally aimed at phys- 
icians whose only qualifications for dispensing 
drugs cons st of their knowledge of medicine. 
At present any duly licensed vractitionerenj ys 
the same privileges with regard to dispensing 
medicines as does the holder of a diploma for u 
college of pharmacy. Retail druggists are 
much interested in the proposed amendment 
to the law and are sanguine as to its passage.

I note in the issue of your pap-rof January 
5, that in reply to an inquiry as to the required 
height of a kettle 20 feet in diameter, to hold 
1,000.000 Ibs of soap, you state that it should be 
450 feet high. 

We havea pretty large kettle, one that will 
hold about 1,500,000 Ibs, 25 feet in diameter, but 
it does not approach any thing like the altitrde 
you speak of, :nd we should feel rather jealous 
of any one overshad: wing us by such a monu- 
ment as you speak of. EDWARD R. BARTON,

{Put in the decimal designations in our 
previous answer and you have it correct. The 
failure of the printer to punctuate made it rid- 
iculous.The answer should have read as follows: 
* About 45.5 feet high, calculated orn the weight 
of water. As soap is somewhat heavier than 
water, the height would be less—possibly a dif- 
ference of 5.0 feet. As the gravity of soap 
varies, ‘he height of the kettle also varies; but 
if it is desired to boil one million pounds of 
soap in one batch,it will require a kettle at 
least 40.0 feet high.”’—Ep.] 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


There are reported to be about 60,000 barrels 
of crude oil in tanks at Findlay, O. 


The runs for the Buckeye (Ohio field) Pipe 
Line average nearly 3,500 barrels per day, and 
this is not taken into account iu the summaries 
of runs, or total production, 


Bark Republic, from Philadelphia, which 
went ashore near Dunkirk, has completely die- 
appeared. The bad weather having broken 
her up, 600 casks of petroleum have been col- 
lecte d on the shore. 


The Trenton Rock and DukeCompanies bave 
agreed not to disturb each other In their work 
on the Comer Porter land at Findlay unti) such 
time as the courts shull decide to whom the 

ease properly belongs. 


Last Wednesday while inside a large oil still 
of the Standard refinery, at Lima, O., putting in 
a manhead, a bucket of benzine upset and ig- 
nited, setting fire to Robert Halsey and Tiffany 
Rail, bur. ing them frightful.y. Their injuries 
are supposed to be fatal. 


The steamer Job T. Wilson arrived at Nor- 
fol« last week from the stranded ship Elisabeth, 
bringing up a lot of rigging and material saved 
from the wreck, and alse two surf boats loaded. 
The Eiisateth is reported badly broken, with 
deck washed away and the carge of empty 
barrels floating outand drifting off. 


Rumors of the passage of the Inter-State 
commerce bill caused considerable uneasiness 
in Pittsburg oil circles last Friday morning, 
and a grand rush to unload followed. Prices 
dropped quicaly from 71}§ at the opening to 
68c, when telexrams p:onounc!ng the reports 
unfounded had the effect of checking the de- 
cline, and the market soon rallied. 


The Egyptian Government has received a 
dispatch from the manager of the borings at 
Gemeah announcing that pure petroleum, 
beavier than that hitherto found, has been 
discovered at a depth of 125 tect, but that on 
account of the water entering the boring it 
was necessary to go down another 50 feet, It 
is added thai the general prospects are prom- 
ising. 


While a number of men were last week cut- 
ting down a large oak tree near Lafayette, 
Ind., and when near the center of it, the ax 
struck a hollow, and a large volume of gus or a 
similar substance commenced escaping, mak- 
ing a noise that could be heard a mile. One of 
the men lighted a match and to.ched it to the 
escaping gas. It instantly ignited and sent up 
a flame #0 feet, charring the outside of the tree. 
The blaze lasted fully ten minutes before dying 
out. 


The Massachusetts dealers in illuminating 
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oil have recently become convinceed that much 
of the oli sent to that State was below the 
standard prescribed by the State law, and the 
State association of dealers, upon investiga- 
tion, claim to have found fully 90 per cent. be- 
jow the standard prescribed, which is 160 deg. 
firetest. They say some of the oil had only 
140 deg. fire test, and fully 90 per cent. is from 
2 to 3 degrees off in gravity. The association 
have appointed a committee to remedy the 
evils complained of. 


The Department of State has been informed 
by the Consul at Odessa that it is very possible 
that steps will soon be taken to construct a pe- 
troleum pipe line from Baku to Batoum, The 
size of the pipe talked of is about seven inches 
inside diameter, the length of the line about 
560 miles, and its greatest elevation s bout 3.000 
feet The Consul desires that the matter be 
brought to the attention of American pipe and 
pu'np manufacturers, that they may compete 
with manufacturers in Europe for supplying 
the necessary material. 


The officer having the unique title of “Oil 
Inspector of Minnesota’’ made his report for 
the two years of his incumbency last week and 
set all classes of people talking by the footing 
which howed that he had collected in fees the 
sum of $14,00C, but a trifle of which went for 
clerk bire, Leet year, it is asserted, he pocket- 
ed almost $20,000 after deducting all the expense 
of the office. In all of this time but one batch 
of oil, '23 barrele, was condemned, and yet for 
this he received annually a'moat half as much 
as the President of the United States. The 
board of trade bas passed resoiutions demand- 
ing tbat the office be abolished. 

A report comes from Palestine, Texas, to this 
effect: For some time specimens of surface 
cecal have been found on the property of James 
Logan, seven miles east of Palestine, which 
were heavily impregnated with oil, and several 
springs were discovered. Prof. Schmidt, of 
Houston, to whom specimens were referred, 
says they are full of petroleum, He gives it as 
his opinion that large deposita of oil will be 
found underlaying the strata from woick the 
incrusted cpkes were tak'n. Preparations are 
now being made to sink asbaft, and indications 
are good for the discovery of an important oil 
fleld. 

A fire broke out last Friday morning in an 
oil tank which stood un the track oppesite the 
principal business part of Renovo, Pa. A 
spark from a locomotive is supposed to have 
caused the fire, Fifteen minutes atterwards 
two tanks which were part of a train exploded, 
and the terrible shock and the flying pieces of 
iron which followed shattered all of the plate 
glass fronts in the square. The iron cap of 
one of the tanks, which weighed over 100 
pounds, crashed through a store front and lit 
inside, smashing show cases. Several persons 
barely escaped serious injury. The damage 
will reach $2,500. 


Col. C. E. Stewart. C,B., who lately returned 
to England from a visit tothe oil producing 
regions of Sou heastern Russia, believes that 
petroleum will be found widely in Afghanistan 
and Belooch'stan when these countries shall 
have been better exp!ored, and the existence 
of mud volcanoes on the shores of the Persian 
Gulf points, he thinks, to the presence of petre- 
leum in that neighborhood. Regarding the 
question of supply he states the idea is preva- 
lent amongst the well owners of Baku that the 
supply is falling off, but he saw noconfirmatory 
sign to that effect, and he considers the supply 
as practical)y unlimited. Colonel Stewart men- 
tions that there is no English firm e:tablished 
either at Baku or Batoum. 


The Titusville O'l Exchange was enlivened 
last Wednesday by the appearance on the floor 
of alive “bear,” acd its presence was speedily 
signaled by a fall in prices of a quarter of a 
cent in little less than notime. The bear and 
his trainer were given the freedcm of the room 
and furnished any amount of entertainment 
for some time, Particularly pleasing was the 
wrestling match between the bear and his mas- 
ter. Bruin scored the most falis, but the mas- 
ter was the one who raked in the shekels for 
the exhibition. 80 says the Hera'd. The bears 
on the Consolidated Exchange have also been 
lively of late but they bave not had things all 
their own way, although they are “amusin’”’ at 
times. 


We learn from Birkenhead that a terrible 
explosion of petroleum gas took place last 
week in the bold of the steamer Petrolia, of 
London, whereby five lives were |: st and a 
number of men were badly burned. The vesscl 
arrived in the Mereey from Batoum with 2,(00 
tons of petroleum. This having been dis- 
charged in the Herculaneum Dock, Liverpool, 
the vessel was taken to Birkenhead for repairs, 
owing to the damage sustained while on her 
recent voyage. The repairs were being carried 
on both day and night. These being completed, 
sev-ral men were in one of the tanks testing 
its tightness with naked lights, when an explo- 
sion took place. All the bodies uf those kiiled 
were fearfully burned when they were recov- 
ered by adiver. Six men had to betaken to the 
hospital, all belng badly burned, The steamer 
sustained very little damuge. 


The connection of New York city with the 
oil regions of northwestern Pennsylvania by 
an underground pipe line promises to be ac- 
complished by Aprill. The pipes were laid 
under the Bangor & Portland rai road tracksat 
Windgap, Northampton county, last week, and 
were also expected to extend to Ackerville 
early the present week. If a stream is reached 








a wooden tr’stie is built for the pipe and fora 
mountain the pipe is run straight up its side, 
no matter how steep. Five years ago the line 
was run to Tainend as atest, and the expense 
of running to that point was found to beso 
much cheaper than by rail that it was decided 
tocontinue it to New York. The jine will 
cross the Delaware at Martin’s creek and 
thence straight through New Jersey to New 
York.

It 
will be remembered that they were arrested on 
complaint of Mr, M.N Kline for mavufactur- 
ing and dealing in bogus proprietary mediciner, 
Mr. Kline found convincing proo’ against 
them, as detailed in these columns at the time, 
and on Monday Fetter and Opdyse pleaded 
guilty to the charge.

The German Potash Trade. 


Kuhlow’s German Trade Review, says: The 
Potash trade has suffered seriously by the fall 
in prices during the last few years, and it ja not 
surprising to see that potash manufacturers 
are bestirring themselves with a view to the 
improvement of their circumstances. A pot- 
ash convention has been concluded compre- 
hending, as we hear, all home firms with the 
exceptivn of that of Carl Heintz, of Stettin. 
The object of the convention is not to increase 
potash prices excessively to the detriment of 
the public, but so that adequate profits may be 
again realized. For the purpose of meeting the 
peculiar circumstances of all districts—as de- 
pendent on geographical position, &c.—the as- 
sociation has been divided into two groups, an 
eastern and a western group, the former of 
which has chosen Berlin as the seat of its sale 
syndicate. 

The production of chloride of potash for 1886, 
is announced at 1,922,994 centners, to which 
stocks at the beginning of the year must be 
added, viz, 103.737 centners, in order to get at 
the quantity open for sale, viz , 2,027,731 cent. 
ners. The sales amounted to 2,011,843 centners 
up to November 30th (though, of course, ail bad 
not been delivered),so that the sales of 1885 wiil 
be considerably exceeded this year.—A Magde- 
burg report, dated later, says that the beiter 
state of the Elbe has been of great service to 
the chloride of potash tradethismonth. Ordera 
for about 300,090 centners of goods of bigh per- 
centa,e have arrived from America,and a large 
spring demand may be counted on from that 
country. The syndicate has placed the debit 
of chloride of potash solely in the bands of the 
general ay ent in New York, and it is expected 
that the trade will in this way be conside:dly 
increased. The industry is at present in a very 
gratifying position.

The Borax Market in England. 

The improvement in the tone of the borax 
market referred to in our weekly reports of 
late, has not been confived to this country. 
The Chemi:t and Druggist of London, of recent 
date, publishea a resume of the borax situation 
there showing a revival from the condition of 
extreme depression which had previously 
characterized the English in common with 
other markets. A large business, our contem- 
porary says, has been transacted over there, 
part of it uf course being of a speculative 
character, end the present official quotation 
for the refined article is given at £.8@30 per 
ton,an improvement of 10 or 15 per cent. 4s 
compared with the quotations of last fail. 
Continuing, the article quoted says: 

During the years 1£82 and 1883 refined borax 
was steadiiy quot: dat fror. £58 to £63 per ton, 
a few English refiners baving the field preity 
well to themselves. Toward the clore of 1883, 
bowever, California became an important com- 
petitor in the English market; so important, 
in fact, a~ to be a cause of serious annoyance 
to the English makers. It was therefore re- 
solved to crush the intruder by bervic meas- 
ures, and accordingly, at the beginning of 
1884, the English refiners, acting in concert, 
suddenly lowered their price from £60 to £43 
perton. Fora time this proceeding appears 
to have been effective, and the Awerican im- 
porters were seriously crippled; but gradually 
they looked up again, undersold British manu- 
facturers in their turp,and thus contributed 
their quota to the flerce competition which bas 
gradually reduced the vaiue of borax until, 
atout three m oaths ago, it fell as low as 2 40r 
£% perton. The production of borax in Cali- 
fornia and Nevada is very large, amounting, it

is said, to 7,000,000 lbs in 1884 and 8,000,000 lbs in 
1885. 

But the low condition of the borax market is 
oply partiy ac: ounced for by American com 
petition. The increased production in Ger. 
many of refined borex rom 8 uth Americar 
borates bas also had its effect upon the market 
and the decline has been further aided by dit- 
ferenc s between the principal British refiners 
and the Itulian ex orters of boracic acid. The 
acid, obtained from the suffioni or fumaroler 
in Tuscany, and containing, it is said, about 60 
per cent. borax, ws formerly shipped exciu- 
sively to this country, where it was refined toa 
very bigh degree of purty, as much as 99.9y 
per cent. in some instances. But the principa! 
British refiners of Tuscanian boric acid go 
into some dispute witb their Italian suppliers, 
with the result that the latter commenced re- 
fining on their own account, and, moreover. 
offered their crude material to any comer. 
Germany iargely profited under the-e condi 
tions and now takes considerable quantities of 
the Italian acid, 

Borax is also largely prepared from the na- 
tive borax or tincal found in Asia, aod from 
South American, European and Turkish bura- 
cites. In Asia Minorthbree boracite mines are 
now,so far as we can learn, actually being 
worked, their produce being exported partly 
to this country and partiy to the Continent’ 
This Turki-h boracite is found in pockets ot 
very varying dimensions, embedded in a sou 
ofgypsum. Several years ago this mineral, it 
is said, was exported from Asia Minor under s 
fancy name and imp. rted into the countrys, 
where it was r tined under another wisieading 
appellation, the transaction -eing evidentiy 
k: pt a8 secret as possib.e. Tbe whole quantity 
con-igned to England is regularly bought up 
by one or two refiners, and it isseldum m- 
with in the open market, although occasiun- 
aliy impo:tant lots have been cbtuinabie by 
outsiders Twu of the Asian mines were form- 
erly worked by different companive, whicv 
amalgamated, but we understand that latterly 
a third mine bas been opened by an indeyend- 
ent coucera. 

The uoprecedentedly low price of borax ba» 
had th effect of great y extending the usea:«r 
the articie, and the late t spplication of buric 
acid in the curing of fish will, it is thougbt, 
cause a further and large iucrease ip the de- 
mand. On the other hand there is fierce com- 
Petition betwecn the producers, and the supply 
of refloing material is practicsliv unlimited 
Parties wno follow the market «lo-ely are ot 
opinion that the article is at present io a fairly 
sound position; and while they are not san- 
guiue of a recurrence of the govud old times, it 
is thoughs thac a fresh decline to last autump’s 
level i, t» say the seast, improbabie. Tne 
Britisb r fiuere of borax are weatby firms, 
who are not under the necessity of selling 
their produce in order tO raise cash, and 
secund band holders, who frequently spoil the 
market, are staced to be very short of eupplics.

“*What kind of a place is Shannopin?” 

The ratttling of the cars on the frosty rails 
almost drowned the questioner’s voice, but a 
blue and brass 1 ake Erie brakeman deovorated 
bis countenance with a Pike county smile as he 
ouseed in the aisle, coal shovel and poker in 
band. 

“Well, it’s justa litt'e the hottest place this 
side of h——.”” The rattle of the train drowned 
the reset of the sentence 

“Shannopin,” growled the conductor trom 
under bis neavy mustache, as he tore off the 

‘eturo ticket coupon with a vicious jerk a 
momet later. “They kili people that wear 
viug hats down at Shannopin,” he said, as he 
alanced cuntemptuously down upon the aiik 
bat of the passenger and passed on. 

the daybreak froston the witdowpanes of 
tbe car admitted a cheerless gray ligbt as the 
train skurried cown the south bank of the Obi» 
river, Mill men, bait awake. with coarse towels 
tied abuut their necks and ca:rying dys: -eptic- 
Ovking tin dinner pails, got in at one station, 
teil iuto a duz, awoke With a start and got off 
at the next. The linding red glare from the 
furnaces at McKee’s Rocks made the cold cars

There is only one building In this town enti 
tled to rank asa house. It is a frame building 
of pleasing exterior, planted on the bill atove 
the depot, two stories in height and surrounded 
by a greasy-zrown plot. It is the office of the 
Raccoon Oi' Co. Thirty shanties—not more— 
constitute this mushroom city. The Martin 
house, as the principal hotel is called, is a white 
structure of two stories. withatin roof. It has 
a square front and is set up on poste. There is 
not a stone or brick foundation in the whole 
town. The pavement consists of parallel 
planks two feet in width and 300 teet long. 
Even a substantial sign board is a rarity. For 
the most purt the signs are rude specimens of 
hieroglyphic art on six feet of che«p muslin. 
The legend one frequently seeg reade: *Res- 
taurant and Transient Lodging. Meals at all 
hours.” Next to it comes the line, “Boarding 
and Lodging.” These musliu signs are tacked 
up against the sides of the bulldings. They are 
generally ornamented with a sort of jim-jam 
border in red or Dive pain’. One substantia: 
board, 12x24, is nailed up against the door amb 
of the aforesaid red drug store. It reads: 


but little arrived, and for that grade fair prices 
were paid—the quotation ranging from 54 to %4 
florins during January and February. The 
large stooks of good old oil held in Holland all 
this time, being eagerly pressed on the market 
by holders, acted as a check to all further ad- 
vance, while remaining unsold for the greater 
part. During March and April business was 
more satisfactory, in so far that these old goods 
were sold, though at prices which a short year 
ago would have been deemed an impossibility ; 
such brands as Harrison, Progress, Lincoln and 
armour, se ling way down to between 30 and 
85 florins, while a No. 2 oi] was at that time 
actually unsaleable at anythi.g over 30 florins: 
aud manya lot changed hands at 25 florins, 
During all this time there was a very good 
demand for choice oil, which, however, was 
very scarce, and was paid with what, in view of 
the scales of older goods of choice brands, 
seemed fancy figures. 

At the end of April, business was as usual, 
more brisk, and the quotations advanced all 
along the line, to be foliowed in May and June 
by the usual dull, dragging business. The 
lowest point for good tresh oil was reached 
about the end of June, when supplies were 
quite liberal aud tie demand slack ; and along 
about July and the latter part cf August 
business went on quietiy, at prices ranging 
from 45 to 60 florins, with s good stock always 
on spot and afloat. All this time, 
however, the stocks of which everybody 
taikxed were being materially reduced, 
tor the urprevedentediy low prices of 
oleo-oil bad stimulated the production and 
consumptioa of butterine, as ia always the 
natural consequence of low prices, and when 
th~ fa'l demand for butterioe arrived, it found 
cburoers almost wrolly unprovided with oil, 
Prices went up, up, and at last we had four 
weeks of a business that looked like the old 
times, but it lasted not over four weenss. Prices 
during that period went up like lightning—six, 
ten fl ring at a time, and it was so that import- 
ers bardly knew what to ask, as any price they 
asked wus readily paid by eager buyers. Only 
a few of our American melters profited by this 
advance. Most of them had nothing to ship, 
the demand for the home market being at that 
time very brisk; but, of course, when quota- 
tions reached 60, 70, 80 florins and over, every 
pound that could be spared was at once for- 
warded to Holland, with the usual conse que1co 
of flooding the market, and the inevitable 
crash came; pr.ces declined almost faster than 
they advanced, and those churners who bad 
bought stock before the adv«nce and looked 
grimly on while cihers paid so mach more for 
their material, now came in and again bouzht 
largely, thus preventing an accumulation of 
stock, and paving the way to a healthy 
and generally satisfactory fall business, 
to which we are indebted for the unusu- 
aly heaithy condition in which the oil mar- 
ket now closes. At the time oil thus declined, 
strenuous efforts were made by speculators on 
the wrong side of the market to keep prices up, 
but allto no purpose, asit is not possible to 
swim against the tide, a fact which has been 
demonstrated in this business every year, with- 
out one exception, since oleo oil has become an 
important article of commerce. The butterine 
trade in Europe during the past mouth bas 
been exceptionally good, and to this fact we 
ascribe the generaily satisfavtory prices which 
have been paid for oil during November and 
D cember, and the total absence of any im- 
portant stock in the Holland markets at this 
moment, You will find from our statistics 
hereaft. r, that there is almost no oil in Holiand 
at this moment, either in first or second hands 
against a stock of over 20,000 tierces one year 
ago; but,on the other hand, it will be seen 
that the quantity atioat is much larger than it 
wasa year ago, while the prospects are that 

“shipments from here tu Holland for the next 
two months will be heavier than they were 
during the same months of this year. 

It is, therefore, very difficult to say what are 
the prospects for the nexttwo months. On the 
one hand, we see that the supply of oii is 1 irge;

choice oil, because the good oil will keep better. 
when kept in store, whereas choice oil Jos : 
taste and flavor it not used soon; but at othe) 
times, when churners . uy for actual and im- 
mediate needs, chvice oil is worth much mort 
than prime, beceuse it is worth much moret: 
the churners, Lntetior oil wasa drug in th: 
market during the earlier pert of the year, bu 
since July it bas been in active demand, an« 
sold at very satisfactory figures, and most) 
from board of steamers. Inferior qualities are 
as a rule, wanted during the latter part of th 
year, whereas during the Spring season there 
are but few buyers for it. 

As regarda the quality of American oil, ther: 
has not been much change in the reputation o 
the different brands. 

The demand for oleo oil in the home marke: 
ws quite brisk during the spring and summer. 
and the reduced exports, espec'ally during th: 
sprig and early fall,were owing mainly to tbi 
demand; but since the Federal law went int: 
effect it seems that this demand has been ver) 
largely reduced, and asa consequence we se: 
exports larger than they have been fortwo o 
three years. It is to be hoped that affairs wi: 
£00n change, and that churners here will b- 
enabled to transact their legitimate busine:: 
without any offici.] interference.

Annual Meeting of the Menhaden Oil 
Association. 


The fourteenth annual meeting of the Men- 
had: n Oll and Guano Association was held last 
Wednesday in the parlors of the United States 
Hotel, tois city. The attendance was unu- 
‘uaily large and many new faces were ob- 
served atthe gathering—brous bt together no 
foubt by the frequent talk of combination. 
very one interested in the industry is de- 
dirous of bettering its condition, and it was 
ully expected that some action would be 
aken at this meeting relative to the pooling 
‘f issues. As will be ssen below, the situation 
ooks better from this standpoint. The gentle- 
nen present at the opening of the meeting 
were as follows: Messrs. 8S. 8. Brown, Geo. W. 
Miles, Jobn Guyer, David F. Vall, L. E. P. 
Oennis, Thos. H. Watson.Geo. F Tuthill J. C. 
Vifleld,W. Fifield, Geo. Stee'e, president Am 
rican Fisheries Boion, Luther Maddox, Thos. 
F. Price, A. J. Morse, Isaac Brown, W, J. 
Brightman, N. 8. Tuthill, J. Hawkins, O. H 
tishop, O. O. Friediander, Jasper Pryer, E. 
Wilcox, K. Ito, representing the Japanes 
yovernment, D T. Church, Thos. F. Potter, 
W. K. Holmes, Henry A. Reeves,. W. A Wilcox, 
ec. American Fishery Bureau. 

The meeting was rapped to order by President 
0. T. Church at 11 o’clock A. M., and he called 
:pon Mr Luther Maddox, the founder of the 
ssociation, and who bas ben connected with 
he Maine fisheries tor 20 years, to address the 
ssemblage‘n the important subject of co- 
»peration among the d'fferent fishery interests, 
o as to be bette: prepared t. meet legislation 
guinst their interests. Mr. Maddox veutilated 
tis ideas to .00d effect. He said the menhaden 
-aterests were placed in a dangerous posi ion 
»+y the Canadian question, and as the legisia- 
ora are inclined to oppose the home 
isheries, he thougbt that by a union 
f all interests great good could be 
‘ecomp'ished by making a bold front 
nd fighting the battles together. Congress 
vould be more inclined to listen to the argu 
vents of a combination representing sixteen 
aillion dollars, and the benefits arising there- 
rom would be incalculable. The speake: 
losed by sigge-tiog the appointment of a 
‘ommittee to consider the matter of combining, 
o report at this meeting. 

Chairman—All the fishery interests are in the 
»me brat so far as legislation is conc2rned, 
od I consider the suggestion a good one. 

Mr. George Steele, of Gloucester, Mass., 
resident of the American Fishery Ualon, was 
then introduced. He had come to the 
veeting by invitation and wes glad to 
ueet the memters of the menhaden as- 
ociation. While the interests of the 
everal associations were not identical, 
hey were one on protection of those inte rests. 
He considered tte importation of degras grease 
/f vital importance to the menhuden industry,as 
vellas the importation of other products which 
sompete directly or indirectly with American 
dlor guano. He argued in favorof an or- 
cxunization to include al the fisheries, so that 
he different questions of tariff and Canadian 
aterference couid be bandied with influence 
*”y one body. Half a million people, he said, 
sre interested in the fi-heries and the govern- 
aent shouid be made aware of this fact. Al- 
hough a Democrat, he is not a free trader. 
snd said the New Eagland fisheries would be 


wiped out in a few years by free trade. He 
wanted an organization broad enough 
sand strong enough to influence Con- 
cress, like the farmers have done in 


zetting a preposterous law passed taxing oleo- 
matgarine. Protection is the watch word of 
the day, and he wanted to see an increase of 
duty on fiskb, and degras, and retaliatory meas- 
ires adopted against Canada to make it pay back 
what American vessels have lost. A proper duty 
on fish, the speaker thought, would bring Can- 
ada to termsand make it anxious to do favors 
instead of houn ting the American fishermen 
from their shores. Canada wants to drive the 
United States into a treaty, but past experience 
nas taught Americans that foreign countries 
got the better of them in all treaties. 

Chairman—We are on common ground and 
want protection against the inroads of foreign 
products. England is a bloody butcher and 
everything is done on the principle of selfish- 
aess; its policy is to destroy us on the ocean, to 
destroy the American sailor, and the U. 8. 
Government seems so be in sympathy with all 
of its movements. Co-operation is badly 
aceded to fight our battles. 

Mr. Wilcox, secretary of the American Fish- 
eries Bureau at Glou cest>r.was introduced and 
said it was unfortunate that all the legislation 
in the United States for the past fifty years, 
had been a detriment to the fisheries in genera), 
and agreed with the former speakers that all 
branches should be wnited. He gave some sta- 
tistics of the fresh fish industry from the census 
of 1880 and last year. 











At the close of the discussion, the president, 
on motion of Mr. Maddox, appointed the fol- 
lowing committee on combination: Messrs. 
Lutber Maddox, Igaac Brown, Henry A. Reeves 
snd Thos, F. Price. While this committee was 
deliberating, Mr. K. Itu,of Japan, was re- 
quested to make some remarks. He was sent 
o America three months ago by the Japanese 
government to ascertain how to bleach and re- 
fine menhaden fish oil. He is still pursuing his 
investigation. Some statistics furnished by 
him showing the course of the oil in- 
dustry in Japan were very interesting 
In 1884 the island of Yesso produced 99,373 
tons of guano and 352,800 gallons of oll, which 
he said was the annual average producti pB. 
Very little work in this line is done outside of 
the island named. The method of extracting 
the oil from the fish is similar to that used in 
the United States. The sea herrin , he says, 
yields about one-ninth of the oil produced 
from American menbaden. For two years or 
more only the scrap has been saved, as the out- 
let forthe oil in the United States bad been 
closed, and the Japanese people are ignorant 
of it- uses; the crude oll is allowed to run ipto 
thesea. Nowthey want to save and refine it 
and find a use forit at home, The guano he, 
said, is used in its crude state as a fertilizer. 

The reports of Mr. O. O. Friedlander, the sec- 
retary and treasurer, were called fr. He 
stated that only 26 factories had been heard 
from (about €0 per cent of the wl ole) and that 
he could submit only a very incomplete re- 
port of operations for the year, as foll we:

Minutes: f the special meeting of the execu- 
tive c»mmittee on Fevruary 6, were then read 
and adopted. 

At this juncture the meeting adjourned for 
lunch and reconvened at 2 o'clock, when Chair- 
mun Maddox of the committee on combination 
submitted the following report: 


Whereas. I’ jaaprarent that greater benefit 
would reault from the union of all the differ- 
ent branches of the U.S. fishing industries, 
therefore, 


Resolved, That this association appointa com 
mittee of «ight to meet other committees from 
other associations, to take such steps as wil 
bring atout an organ Zation that will include 
every branch of thr fisheries of the country. 


The Chair appointed the following gentlemen 
to carry out the project: Mesars. Luther Mad- 
dox. Me.; 8. 8. Brown, Conn ;0. O Friedlander, 
N Y;Jobn Luce, Conn.; W, Fifield, N. J.; G. 
H. Tuthill. N. Y.; A. J. Morse, Md. 

Mr. Maddox—Mr. Chairman, so far asT am 
concerned, I must beg leave to be excused; I 
live way down in the cen er of the state of 
M ine, far from the restof you, and verhaps 
there are other men better qualified. I can say 
for the State of Mainethat I know that the 
mackerel and codfish men will join an associa- 
tion of this description and give their aid, 

A motion was made and seconded that the 
list should stand as read, 

Mr. Friedlander—Mr. Chairman, I wish to 
tay a few words, not against it, but ic seems to 
me that this resolution would bring us toa 
complete ama'gamation of the whole fishing 
interests of the United States. whi b would ah- 
sorb this organizatlon. Now, while I cordially 
support any co-operation of the fixhing inter- 
esta it seems to me that we ought to retain our 
own separate organization while assisting the 
whole interests. I don’t know, but the reselu- 
tion es before you,seems to tend to a complete 
amalgamation of the whole fishing interests, 

Mr. Maddox—I think this is a starting point 
for another organization. 

The President—That does not affect this or- 
ganization, 

Mr. Dennis—It seems to be the object of this 
resolution and of the remarks to set on foot 
some plan that will insure some legislation to 
benefit the fishing industry. And since this is 
afactand the fishing industry is divided into 
a great many interests, the mackerel, the cod- 
fish, etc., would it not be well for this associa- 
tion to pass resolutions, instructing the secre- 
tary to communicate with the others and 
pledge this association to co-operate wi'h and 
ask thei: co-operation with us, ard further this 
legislation? Would it not save time and ex- 
pense if an understand'ng could be obtained 
by correspondence? It ssems to me that we 
could obtain the result at which we are striv- 
ing at a less expense, and it would probably be 
of more benefit than by appointing this com- 
mittee of eight. We,do not know whether 
other associations would meet it with a like 
feeling or not. 

Mr. Friedlander—I would like to amend this 
motion to instruct the committee to maintain 
the separate organizution of the United 
States Menhaden Oiland Guaaoo Association. 

The Chairman—The danger that some sug- 
gest isthis: That we shall lose our identity, 
and commit ourselves to any policy thie main 
association brings about. Ido not think this 
is likely. As I understand it, what is one’s in- 
terest is the other’s. It would be my idea to 
adopt that resolution as it is and leave it to the 
committee of eight. 

Mr. Steele—You come here with one hundred 


and fifty members representing all the takes | 
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and all the New England coast, the Atlantic 
coast and the Pacific. We come here to form a 
new organization, but that cannot win: out tle 
one already existing, If we find that this new 
Organization is going todo all the work, we 
can then disband, Yu do not know until it is 
tried that you can make an organization. 

The Chairman—We know that the industry 
to-day is oppressed and depressed,and that it is 
a question with everyone whether heis going 
to remain in the business. Our oil and our 
guano are low, and unless the price chang-s, 
what is to become uf us. Now comes the ques- 
tion: Is there any way to change for the bet- 
ter? this is the sum and substance of the move- 
ment. I found in Washington last winter that 
this organization had done bard fighting. What 
wo want is protection, so that our oil will not 
be driven out. The next thing ia protection in 
relation to nitrate of soda, which is 
selling for $179 per cewt; there is an 
unlimited supply of it. On the South American 
coast itis as common as ordinary dirt. They 
can dig dowo 10 or 15 feet and get all they 
please. Three or four years ago it brought $°0 
or $60 per ton. This competition means fish 
guano somewhere about $20 «a ton, and now 
suppose that nitrate comes down to $1 per cw! 
and drives us owt? The proposed combination 
br ngs all of the diferent fishing industries into 
W shington, and when wegothereand say thet 
we want duties put on degras, oitrate of soda 
an‘ Canadian fisb,cur appeal will be more fa~ 
vorably considered when coming from ore 
strong body. 

Mr. Steele made some further remarks in 
favor of organization, 

Tne President—There is a gentleman here 
who is well acquainted with the oil business, 
Mr. Geo, I. Tarr, and I would suggest that we 
hear a few words from him. 

Mr. Tarr—Mr. President and Gentiemen: I 
had not expected to make any remarks, and if 
the president had known what Iam, he wou!'d 
not have called upon me; but, as I represent 
one: f the largest manufacturersof cod oil and 
j-pbers of menbaden oil in the U>ited States, 
if I can say anything of benefit, I will do so 
with pleasure. TI have traveled for years 
througbout the United States selling fish oi), 
and there isscarcely a consumer of fish ol in 
the country I have not vixiied, In Salem, 
Maes., where they formerly used 9.009 barrels 
of oil, there is to day used nearly 1200 barrels 
of French degras, There ts one house in Bos- 
ton that guarantees to take a large quantity of 
degras provide’ they can have it at a price, 
andof course thy get it. This only goes to 
show the smount of grease that is cominy in to 
take the place of menhadjen. Japanese vil was 
used two seara ago and was getting intro- 
duced wher menhaden got down so low that it 
dropped out. You go te-duy and offer a man oil 
ata 50-ba rel price; well. hesays.you can send me 
up 5 barrels, and I will wager that the next I 
buy will be 2 cents per gallon cheaper. Ail we 
want issomebody to represent us in Congress 
and get protection. It looks to me asthouvh, 
if something is not done, nobody can live in the 
menhbaden business, One of the larwest manu- 
facturersin the Northwest formerly used an= 
puvily 1,000 barrels of oil; to-day he is using 50 
to 100 barrels, and the bulance degras. Atthe 
tanners’ convention in Boston lat fall, one 
speaker sald tha buyers of degras were paying 
tor 4 water, and a chemist said 4 of the de- 
gras wus water. So you see what consumers 
are paying for. 

The resolution for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of eight on consviidation, was floally 
adopted, 

Mr. Maddox—I offer an amendment to stb- 
stitute for my name that of chairman Church; 
I think he would serve the ends berter and { 
might pr. ve a poor mao at the business of 
consolidation, 

The President—We shall not allow that fer 
areason, Mr. Luther Maddox is better than 
all the rest to go into this business, 

An election of officers was then proceeded 
with. resulting in the choice of last year’s 
offic als as follows:

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barrels of oilin first hands. If Mr. Price was 
on tbat committee, I think he would do all in 
his power to keep it up. 


DISCUSSION ABOUT POOLING ISSUES. 

Chairman Church asked if anything could be 
done toward forming a pool, and called upon 

Messrs. Pryer and Price who were on a special 
committee last year to regulate prices. Both 
gentlemen responded that they had no report 
to make, as they could do nothing. A gentle- 
maninthe room said he was very much in 
favor of having a pool formed on fish oii and 
scrap, to be operated the same as other trade 
organizations. The cottonseed oil industry 
was referred toasanexample. The combina- 
tion controlling it is meeting with great suc- 
cess. 

Secretary Friedlander thought the subject 
of degras sbould first be disposed of and offered 
the following resolution: 

“Considering that our industry is seriously 
suffering from the importation of a substitute 
for fish oil, it isthe sense of this meeting that 
the duty on degras be increased from ten per 
gent. advalorem,which duty in reality amounts 
to nothing owing to the low valuation of the 
article in England,to two cents per pound; also 
that a duty of ten dollars per ton be levied on 
nitrate of soda, and that the representatives in 
Congress be informed of this resolution by cir- 
eular letter.” 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Dennis again brought forward the pool 
question and said that some action should be 
taken at this meeting to further the project. Ke 
said something must be doneto improve 
the condition of the industry, and a mutual 
underetanding is necessary for that benefit 
which ought to result from a concentration 
of interests or from the adoption of a better 
Plan for working than now exists. He there- 
fore made a motion that President Church be 
appointed a committee of one to wait upon the 
officers of the American Cotton Oil Trust and 
ancertain the best way to proceed, whether by 
a poolor consolidation of interests similar to 
the Trust. The motion was adopted. 

President Church then asked for instructions 
how to act. 

Mr. Dennis replied that the main object was 
to get better prices for their products, and 
prevent parties who were forced to realize 
from establishing a market with their low 
prices. Ifthe association would take care of 
all the stock in hands of weak holders, values 
could be maintained, and he cited several in- 
stances to illustrate his point. He believed in 
leaving the maturing of plans to the chairman 
and the executive committee. 

Chairman Church said that he would com- 
mevce his inquiries immediately and if he 
found any pian that would be acceptable to 
the majority, in his judgment, he would calla 
special meeting of the association and commu- 
nicate his ideas, when definite action could 
then be taken. 

Not a word was said against the pooling of 
issues, It was the general sentiment that all 
the owners of the large factories would enter

Fiowers—Insect—Stocks of true Delmatian, 
which are unusually small this year in Trieste, 
have had a strong run. upon them from Amer- 
ica, and the stocks there left for European con- 
sumption are sO small, that an advance has 
already taken place, which seems certain to 
become much more accentuated in 1887. High- 
er priees, therefore, may be looked for. 

Leaves—Buchu rather more firmly held. 
Cova more firmly held. 

Musk—The arrivals from the interior of China 
seem to have considerably fallen off, and stocks 
in the London warehouses are smaiier than 
usual; therefore higher prices have been paid 
on the market, with a prospect of a further 
advance. 

Oils—Essential—Aniseed slightly dearer. Car- 
away, clove and cubebs have advanced in sym- 
patby with the crude articles. Citronella c n- 
tinues very dull, but present pric: s are report- 
ed unremunerative to shippers in Ceylon. 
Lemons—Lower prices have been mentioned 
for ordinary Gualities, but really fine pure es- 
sence remains still dear this season in Sicily. 
Peppermint—There has not heen much move- 
ment in the article during the last month on 
our markets, Sassafras cheaper. Yiang-ylang 
cheaper. 

Oils - Expressed- Castor, E.I., flat. Import- 
ers lose money at presest quotations. Ital. 
rather dearer abroad. Cocoanut—Stocks of all 
sorts in England are smaller than last year, 
and the better qualities, such as Cochin, are 
much dearer. Codliver- Stocks of oid oil being 
good, pices remain unchanged. Olive—Owing 
to favorable exchange, prices remain very low. 
The quality of the new cropis now turoing out 
fine, and may equal the last. Peach kernel hes 
further advanced. Salad (American) lower. 
Sesame lower. 

Opium—We can only accentuate the state- 
ment in eur December market repurt; the re- 
ports from Smyrna are so bad that sales are 
being effvcted on the English markets at .d- 
vancing quotations, which. in our opinion, 
have not yet touch d their highest pcint. 

Roots—Jalap scarce in Europe, Squills: 
Some very wbite and good have arrived from 

Malta. Sarese, Jamaica: Stocks in England 
are yery smull, and present prices are likely to 
be maintained. Turmeric abundantand quoted 
at exceptionally low figures. 

Saffron—The new Spanish has arrived and is 
of remarkably fine quality this year. Prices 


are steady, 

Seeds—Carawa\: Fine quality continues 
scarce and dear. Foenugreek: Stocks are 
large but holders remarkably firm. Maw 


dearer. 

Turpentine—True Chian is again coming into 
demand and has much risen in value. 

Wax—Japan is a little easier in value. For- 
eign bees’ of good quality, although ubundant 
and cheap, is more firmly held. 

Acids—Carbolic (crystals) has been in great 
demand and is dearer. Citric depressed. Tar- 
taric very firm at unaltered prices. 

Borax—Some makvers quote an advance, and 
there are indications of much higher prices in 
the near future. 

Cocaine has advanced owing to improved 
position of the raw material. 

Codein dearer, 

Chloroform is firmer owing to the very firm 
pest'ion of chloride of lime, 

Cream tartar rather dearer abroad. 

Glycerine—Although there has not been 
much movement during the Jast month, and 
the top price not quite maintained, owing to 





second hand parcels offering, yet manufactur- 
ers are firm and it is not expected to be lower 
this winter. 

Iodine —This hasaguain slightly fallen, Whether 
a further decline will take place, or a combina 
tion among makers force it up again, it is im- 
possible to predict. There is a great demand 
for potass iodide, as most people are very bare 
of stocks, and therefore this has not fallen as 
low proportionately as the drop in iodine would 
warrant:

The following table, which gives the monthly 
average prices for lead in New York since 1870, 
is of interest, as it shows the fluctuations dur- 
ing the past, and is therefore a lesson for the 
future, Compared with the past, prices during 
the year have been satisfactory, and they were 
sufficient to stimulate production, which, in 
1886, was probably nearly 140,000 tone, or say 
10,000 tons more than in 1885. The Leadville 
Herald Democrat, in its magnificent holiday 
edition, says that one half of the bullion yield 
of the Lendville smelters was produced during 
the last five months of the year, and that at 
the close of the year the smelters had about 
50,000 tons of ore on hand, or 26,000 tons more 
than at the beginning of the year. 


PROSPECTS FOR 1887. 

‘Ihe production will probably continue to ia- 
crease through the current year, unless both 
Silver and lead should decline greatly in value. 
Stocks here at New York amount to about 
8000 tons, including some 2400 tons of foreign 
lead, and, with the stocks in other parts of the 
country, would bring the total stock up to per- 
haps 12,000 tons. Consumption of lead last 
year was probably somewhat less than in 1885, 


This is the usual outcome of attempts to do 
the business of making glues and selling them 
in small quantities to consumers, thereby 
sleoiating the jobbers and then getting too 
much stock on band and being forced to sacri- 
fice. Other makers haye attempted the same 
thing and reaped the same harvest. Prices are 
not inthe least affected by this failure: they 
may, on the contrary, stiffen in a few days, be- 
cause the goods of the bankrupt firm are out 
of the market now. We may, therefore, repeat 
our last figures, with the prospect of an ad-

The Lead Market in 1886. 


The year 1885 commenced with a stock of 
lead on hand of 6,000 tons, after a consumption 
of about 140.000 net tons in 1885. which was 
about 11000 tons mcre than the prod ction in 
the same year, This cor:dition of affairs mark 
edthe point in prices at which production 
would be checsed and forecast an advance in 
prices that would bring about an equilibrium 
between production and consumption. The 
advance in price; had already commenced in 
1837, and cont nued through the first seven 
monthe of 1885, from 4 60c, at which loid was 
sold in January, to 5c, which was reached in 
March and April. 

Prices fluctuated during the early months of 
the year with the price ot foreign lead in Lon- 
don; for the production of our mines did not 
grow as rapidly as dil the pricea, and, at the 
very commencement of the year, foreign lead 
came into the amountol about 8,000 tons to 
supply our wante 

Though the price in Europe promptly ad- 
vanced with our home market, yet for a short 
time our producers got beyond the price of 
importation, and gave this market fora time 
over into the hands of importers.

The principal feature was the report of Pres- 
ident Bodine. which was full of interesting 
pointsin relation to the glassindustry. The 
Western manufacturers presented their scheme 
of pooling (an outline of which was given by 


the REPORTER in a recent issue), and it was dis- 
cussed with considerable animation,and finally 
left for each sectio5 to settle foritsclf. The East- 
ern men apparently are not quite ready to 
adopt this scheme, although there isnot much 
doubt of its ultimate success. 

The President’s report referred principally 
to the state of trade and the business of the 
past six months. It stated that 82 per cent. of 
the factories in the country were running, and 
that the product, in spite of the fact that 
strikes had delayed the fall resumption to Oct. 


9. was very large. He found the consumption 
also large, but showed that the slight stiffening 
in prices which followed the increased demand 
had stimulated imports until they reached 32 
per cent. of the whole consumption, instead of 
2% per cent.,as was the case last year. The 
problem found in thie state of affairs was how 
to increase prices without further stimulating 
imports avd again reducing the home demand, 
The coneumption of glass has been very large 
during the past six months, much more than 


was anticipated. . 
The question of wages was not 4 acussed, 


except as bearing on this matter, and no de- 
cision ‘was reached concerning it. After 
the meeting of the association the manufac- 


turers met in a general convention and took 
into the association again several firms which 
had not been acting withthem. The feeling 
was strongly in favor of including all such 
firms, and it was expected that before the next 
meeting all would become members. The 
meeting aijourned toconvene in annual session 
at Cape May in July. Ea 

The Bottle Manufacturers’ meeting in Wash- 
ington was the quietest and least important in 
the history of the ass:ciation. They did noth- 
ing but listen to the president’s report, discuss 
informally the possibilities of a unioa between 
the flint and green holloware glassware mapu- 
facturers and re-elect their old officers. The 
presidept’s report showed that both the prices 
and the demand were the s:me as at the time 
of the last meeting, and tha’ the long strike in 
the Fasterg factories had done nothing tow- 
ard raising prices by stopping the production 
temporarily.

It is the « phnion of many conservative people 
that the association committed an error in de- 
manding an increase of duty on both degras 
and nitrate of soda, and thut if the fight is cen- 
tered on both srticies at the same time, failure 
will be the result as they would have the com- 
bined opp. sit on of the degras and nitrate of 
soda interests, whereas the consideration of 
degras first and suda subsequently would prob- 
ably mect with better results. 





Mineral Oils. 


Considerable talk has been indulged in by 
the trade on the prospect ot higher prices, and 
while some manufacturers look for a stiffening 
of value , others are inclined!o think that the 
market has no actual base fora higher range. 
The jJatter argue that while crude oil remains 
near present prices, lubricating oils will not 
change, and that only a permanent advance in 
crude certificates above the coliar mark wou'd 
influence the latter, An advance to 8c or 9Jc 
would not have the desired result in their 
Opinion, although marg.ns are very close and a 
fair manufacturer’s profit is out of the ques- 
tion. Sma:l manufacturers manage to come 
out ahead at the end of each year by encourag 
fog tbe consumptive trace and filiing orders 
at much bigher prices than are generally 
quoted in the regular market for jobbing lots 
Supplying the consuming trade direct is more 
the rule than the exception among some manu- 
facturers. and there lies the secret of their suc- 
cess and profit, 

The past year shows better results in the ex- 
portati n ot lubricating oils thao the year pre- 
vious. Duri. g the tweive mouths of 1885 tbe 
exports trom all parte aygregated 13 749,812 gal- 
lons valued at $2,636,973, in compurisun “with 
12.699.633 galons valued at $2,683.lu5 for the 
year 1585, The total shipments tur last Decem- 
ber were 1,421,128 gallons at $210,264, agaioct 
1,370,908 galions worth $276,645 for the same 
month. f 1885. During last month New York 
sent abroad 1,:89,028 ga lone, Philadelphia, 40,- 
130 galions, Baitimore, 83 515 ga‘'ions and Bos- 
ton, 18.455 gallons. Allthe ports named show 
an important increase in business ‘ast month 
over the same time in 1485, except New York, 
which w 54 410 gallons behind the record.

Oil as Fuel. 

For several weeks past, says the Oil Trades’ 
Gazette, a very important work has been going 
on in Glasgow at the Blochairn Works of the 
Steel Company of scot'and, which has demon- 
strated beyond question the economy and 
effectiveness of oil xs a fuel for all purposes 
where heat is requir2d. The process used is 
kdown as the Archer System, and cons sts of a 
very inexpensive apparatus called a Thermo 
gen, into which oil and superheated steam are 
introduced simultaneously and generated into 
@ ptrmanent non-condensable gas. By this 
process two men on each “‘shift’’ are able to 
furnish the fuel required for the Biochairn 
Works, which have hitherto employed 72 men 
for this purpose. A demand of great propor- 
tions is expected to spring up for a commodity 
that is almost a drug in the market, viz., refuse 
tar and intermediate shale oile. It is believed 
by the owners of this process that they will be 
able to furnish gas for fuel purposes in London 
as cheaply as the natural gas is sold in the city 
of Pittsburg, U. 8S. A., where gas bas almost 
entirely taken the place of coal. The nomina- 
tion of a committee by the Glasgow 
Gas Corporation to consider and experi- 
ment if necessary on the production of 
gas oil has given a great impetus to the inter- 
est taken in this question. The method long 
followed out was to inject the oil into the fur- 
nace, but while the beat obtained was all that 
could be desired, and the economy of the in- 
itial working exceeded expectations, it was 
speed.ly found that the oll was not wholly con- 
sumed, and the “*clogging’’ that followed, and 
which entailed much cieaning and repairing. 
neutralized other gains. Latterly it became ap- 
parent that oil to be properly utilized must first 
be converted into gas, and that point definitely 
settled further progress was easy. Oil, it has 
been discovered,when converted into agaseous 
form, possesses illuminating and heating pro- 
perties never, it may be said, dreamt of. Its 
heating power has been proved to far exceed 
that of coal, acd as regards lighting, experi- 
ments made so far demonstrate, it is said, its 
superiority to the best voal gas. The candle 
power of the oil gasis given as greatly supe- 
rior to that of coal gas. This is spoken to by 
experiments made at the Edinburgh Surgeon’s 
hall and by Dr. Wallace, Glasgow. At Edin- 
burgh four samples of paraffin oils received 
from the West Lothian Oil Company gave re- 

spectively to the ton of oil a yield of 24,922 
cubic feet, 23,5738 cubic feet, 24,883 cubic feet 
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and 24,396 cubic feet; and the candle power of 
the gas was respectively €015 candles, 55°29, 
56°26 and 57°65. Dr. Wallace treated a quantity 
of Westfield oil, and got 16,755 cubic feet from 
the ton of oil of a1 illuminating power of 49°03 
candles; from a quantity of Walkinshaw oil he 
got 19,464 cubic feet of an illuminating power 
of 40°23 candles; and the Oakbank Oil Company 
say that they get from a recovered oil 21,000 
cubic feet of gas per ton of 38 to 40 candle 
power. Comparing these results—which have 
been exceeded by other oils—with those given 
by coal gas, we find that Boghead coal, anal- 
yzad by Dr. Wallace come years since, yielded 
11,900 cubic feet of gas per ton of a candle 
power of 42:19; then the main Lesmahagow 
coal, according to analyses—also made some 
years since—gives to the ton 13,201 cubic feet 
of 34°52 candles; the Haywood cannel, 11,36 
cubic feet of 32°12 candles; and Cairntable, 11,- 
294 cubic feet pes ton of 35°75 candles. It is 
only oil of the lowest grade that has been dealt 
with.

The Mineral Oil Industry In Galicia. 


This industry employsin all 8,223 latorers 
who are registered, and about 4,000 unregistered 
laborers. In Boryslaw and Wolunka about 
11,000 laborers fiad employment in the petrol- 
eum mines, The petroleum is not raised to the 
surface by pumps, but is obtained in the same 
laborious manner as minerals. Shafts and pits 
are dug to reach it. In Borysiawand Wolunka 
about 1,350 of these shafts have been dug. 
Though | the new laws of Austria prescribe the 
necessary regulations to protect the life and 
health of the laborers, no :ttention is paid to 
these regulations by tke proprietors of the 
mines. Only three superintendents (steigzrs) 
are empluyed for the whole petroleum district, 
thus necessitating the superintendence of no 
less than 475 shafts by each superiatendent. It 
is, of course, impossible that under these cir- 
cumstances the laws can be obeyed and the 
laborer properly cared for. The proprietors 
manage things as it suit; them, and at the least 
possible cost. These proprietors place the hir- 
ing and paying of laborers in the hands of 
cashiers, who have entire control over the 
laborers. The latorera are divided into two 
classes, those who are employed regularly snd 
constantly, and those who work only at inter- 
vals. The workmen of the first class are 
treated by these cashiers like cart-horses. The 
cashier boards and lodges them, and employs 
them. For the favor of this employment 
alone, the labourer pays the cashier a commis- 
sion of 10 per cent. of his wages, which for 
twelve hours’ work amount to from 50 kreu- 
zere tol florin. The balance of 90 per cent. of 
his earnings he is compelled to pay to the 
cashier or his wife, for board and lodging and 
drink. He is always in debt when the balance 
is struck, so that he neither has the means to 
clothe himself, nor to escape from this truly 
pitiful slavery. These petroleum elaves, clad 
in miserable rags, may be seen in droves ans 
day at Boryslaw, and the terrible fate of these 
men is really deplorable, 
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The London Petroleum Market in 
1886. 


A concise review of the petroleum market of 
London is sent us bya prominent oil firm of 
that city from which we give the following: 

The main features during this closing year 
have been the absence ot speculation, strong 
Russian competition, lowest prices on record

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The Extraction of the Oils of Orange 
and Lemon in sicily. 
BY F. GRADENIGO. 


Although most p:ropie in the north of Eu- 
rope believe they know a'i about the modes of 
extracting essential oile, this is not true as re- 
gards even so common an essence as oil of 
lemon. Several methods of obtaining the oil 
are practised in Sicily, which may be considered 
under these heads, viz.: distillation of the peele 
or rind of the fruit; expressing the oil in rude 
presses in which the requisite power is applied 
either in the furm of loaded or weighted 
boards; or through the intervention of a acrew 
or lever. Another method is tha' of the 
ecuelle (ecuello), an instrament also mucb used 
inthe south of France for asimilar purpose; 
. the fourth mode consists in a species of distilla 
tion, the partly rasped or abraded peels being 
placed in a revolving cylinder or barrel, and 
subjected to the influenc> of a current of hot 
air (with or without a little steam), which is 
subsequently drawn through cold water in 
order to separate or condense the oil. Lastly, 
the very finest essence of all, for I bave given 
these methods in the order of their merit upon 
an ascending ecale, is obtain: d by the ancient 
and simple plan of pressing the pee! with a bit 
of sponge. 

Respecting the first-named, or distiliatory 
process, I have but little if anything novel to 
say. The peels, which should be from selected 
fruit, but which only too often are those of 
lemons or oranges in various stages of green- 
ness, maturity and decay, are sprinkled with 
powdered galt, alittle nat ron being occasionally 
added and sufficient water to moisten them be- 
ing turned on a few hours afterwarda No 
area: care is taken about the proportion of 
salt used; perbaps from 2 to 35 pounds per 
1,000 fruit peels may be hazarded as a rough 
guess, A day or two afterwards (according to 
the weather aud the condition of the peelr) 
more water is added, and the whole is distilled 
until either no more oil visibly separates or 
the steam, at first purely fragrant, begins to 
acquirea rank, and ratber unpleasant smell. 
In these distillations a portion of the marc or 
waste from some of the expression processes is 
generally added to the charge of fresh peels. 
Various little contrivances for concealing the 
inferiority of these distilled oils or of improv- 
ing their fragrance, are practiced throughout 
the province of Mess na, of whict European 
and American consumers have no idea, 
Amongst these are: The addition of some 
leaves of the bigarrade Orange, Citrus bigarra- 
dia, to the peels just before distillation; shak- 
ing up the distilled oil first with warm water 
in which some natron bas been dissolved and 
then with a very little orange fi »wer water, or 
by digesting the oil for a few days with fresh 
magnolia fl»wers. The essential o.ls of lemon 
and orange, like the fixcd animal and vegeta- 
ble oils, dissolve or absorb other odors with 
avidity, and this faculty is often taken advant- 
age of for trade purposes. 

Of the lemon and orange oil-presses I need 
say nothing, since they differ in no way from 
those which have been 80 frequently described. 

The ecuelle is an instrument of which there 
are mavy forms, the princip'e being the same 
in them all; it consists of a drum, pan or cylin- 
der, capable of holding, wheao about two-thirds 
full, from 80 to 09 or 700 lemons or oranges 
asthe case may be. The interior is studded 


with épikes, sometimes of hard woo4, 
but more frequently of metal An 
ecuelle may be of the ehape of a 


rice-bow!l, hemispherical, or in two halves, or 
again like a barrel or churn mounted borizon- 
tally upon truunions, and capable of being 
slowly rotated by hand or other motive power. 
Indeed, a.not uncommon variety, which bas 
the advantage of bs ng easily put together by 
any village carpenter, consists merely of a 
small cask through which a great number of 
wire oaiis have becn driven, so that their 
pointe—which must not be too sharp—project 
some little distance interiorly. If the cask be 
mounted churn fashion, so much the better, 
otherwise the requisite amount of rotation 
may be secured by the more primitive way of 
trundling it up and down an inclined plane of 
somesort. Here and there, even now, young 
people of either sex may be observed engaged 
in the Sisy phean task of rolling a barrel to the 
to» of @ small bill, appareot'y for the mere 
pleasure of seeing it roll down again. In 
reality the barrel is uften a rude ecuelle, half 

ull of lemons, limes or oranges, and the sup- 
posed plaything is a machine for oil extrac- 
tion, In employing an ecuelle, however it 
may happen to be constructed, the fruit is not 
pared first, but is put ia who'e, and subjected 
to the scratching or rasping action of the 
spikes. These open or crush up the oil ceils of 
the rind, and the fragrant essence so literated 
collects at the lowest part of the ecuelle, when 
the instrument is permitted to rest, and may 
be poured off by means of a tap, spigot, or any 
similar contrivance, 

Lately a combination of the ecuelle with an 
intermittent hot air current has been tried 
with, I hear, good results. Machinery, how- 
ever, of any but the simplest kind takes a long 
time to get into use in this country. Oils cf 
excellent quality are yielded by the ecuelle 
but the operation must not be carried too far, 
else the essences are contaminated by agitation 
with the other products of the peel, and with 
the juice of the fruit itself, while if the rasping 
is stopping at too early a stage the yield of fine 
oll is smaller and the profit consequently less. 


The most curious method of oil extraction 
and that, asI have said before, which yields 
the very lest and most delicate-scented pro- 
duct, is the following: 

For this process the fruit is peeled first, and 
is se ected by preference when about three- 
quarters ripe. From 3,400 to 4,600 lemons can 
be peeled in a day by one man, 80 eapert do 
thoee become who are constantly engaged in 
this induetrvy. Three lightning-like flashes of 
ashbarp knife and an equally rapid movement 
of the thumb suffice to decorticate the fruit, 
to whatever species of the Citrus genus it may 
belong. The fruit is forthw th pitched intoa 
basket lying near for ita reception, and simul- 
taneously the peel 1s allowed to fall inte a pan, 
generally of course of red earthenware, placed 
in front of and immediately below the opera- 
tor. For every “peeler” at least two oil mak- 
ers must be allotted, and if the Jatter are not 
first-rate hands five may be required for each 
couple of the former ciass. 

The next opera ion the peels undergo is that 
of soaking from 15 to 25 minutes or 80, accord- 
ing to tho kind, age or density of the rind, in 
water; a pinch or two of natron is frequently 
dissolved in this water, which may be used 
over and over agaic, for different lots of peel, 
during one day only, after which it is thrown 
away or consigned to the still. The pieces of 
soaked peel are taken up singly in the work- 
man’s right hand, and the outer surface of 
each is firmly pressed against a large and 
rather hard-grained sponge held rigidly in his 
left band, by means of a kind of strap or cross 
bar of elxsticcane. Two or tbree sharp turns 
of the wrist impart what might be called a 
screw pressure to the pe |, and extraordinary 
as it may appear, this operation effectually 
fractures the oil cells, and the sponge instantly 
absor:'s their contents. The peel is almost en- 
tirely exhausted in a very short time, and I 
have frequently tested piece after piece of this 
peel from the waste heap, by sharply doubling 
it near ac .ndle- flame, but not any which have 
passed the sponze have ev: r given that sudden 
flare which shows there is still some oil left in 
the peel. A very little of course remains, but 
thie may be either recovered in the atill or even 
disregarded. 

The sponge, held constantly over an earthen 
jar, and occasionally squeez3i into it, thus be- 
comes the carrier of the finest essential oil ob- 
tainable. The fluid in the jar speedily sepa- 
rates into three different products—the dregs 
or deposit (feccia) of mucilaginous and cellular 
matter, some fruit juice, and the pure oil 
which floats on the top. The latter, whcn 
bright and clear, is passed, by means of a small 
glass syphon, into the cans or drums of thin 
copper in which it is, after duly sealing down. 
stored away for export or home consumption. 
The baskets of 1smon peel each contain about 
65 or 70 pounds, and three of these are consid- 
ered to afforda fair day’s work for one oil- 
presser. 

One thousand lemons yield upon an average 
from 12 to 16 fluid ounces of the pure essence.— 
Bri ish & Col. Druggis!. 








Dr. Hostetter’s Big Bill. 

Some time after the death of Dr. William 
Smith, of the firm of Hostetter & Smith, stom- 
ach bitter manufacturera of Pittsburg, the 
heirs of Dr. Smith presented a “laim of $498,000 
against Dr. David Hostetter for Smitb’s inter- 
est in the recipe from wh:ch the medicine is 
manufactured. Messrs. James B. Scott, O. P. 
Scaife and D. Leet Wilson were appointed arbi- 
trators onthe cuse, and last week they came to 
a final settlement, giving the heirs of William 
Smith $246,000 as their part of the concern. 

Speaking of ‘hs awarj, Dr. Hostetter said: 
“*Mr. Smith has been a life long friend of mine. 
He was the companion of my youth, and when 
my father and myself started to manufacture 
Hostetters bitters in 1853;I took him iato the 
business, and the firm was then called Hostet- 
ter, Smith & Co. Later when my father died, 
Smith attended to the business in the office, 
while I went traveling over the conntry selling 
the goods. We had always been the warmest 
friends, and, although I think that the arbitra- 
tors valued his part of the busicess too highly, 
yet I shall pay it without any hesitation.” 

“Then you don’t think that the value the ar- 
bitrators put upon your bitters was correct ?” 

“Well, I will not give the opinion myself, 
because it might be considered biased, but I 
will tell you what expertesaid about it before 
the arbitrators. C. N. Crittenden, of New York, 
the proprietor of the largest proprietary med- 
icine house in the United States; John F 
Henry. of New York; Dumas Barnes, of Phila- 
delphia; James Hazlitt, of McKesson & Robbins, 


of New York--all men that have had alife-i:ong 


experience in proprietary medicines—placed 


my bitters at the value of not more than $200,- 


“However,” continned the Doctor, “it was 
upjuet for the arbitrators to avcord the Smith 
heirs any interest in the recipe and the trade- 
mark of the bitters, which they valued at $496,- 
000, because he had no owners’ ip in it at al). 
A few days before Mr. Smith died he sent bis 
confidential manto me with the copy of the 
recipe and trademark remarking that it was 
my property and that his heirs bad no interest 


in it whatever.” 


“Upon what foundation did the arbitraters 
accord them apart of the value,if that was 


the case?” 


“Upon the following; reason:—About ° five 
years ago we got wind of something, which 











proved to us that several saloonkeepers in New 
York and New Orleans—1 can’t think of their 
names at present—had been imitating my bit- 
ters by filling old bottles with some of their 
own liquor and then selling it for Hostetter’s 
Bitters. We prosecuted several of them, and 
in those cases I had to make an affidavit In ref- 
erence to our article. Of course I made it in 
the name of the firm of Hostetter & Smith. 
This proceeding was quite correct, because, 
although in reality Mr. Smith hed uo interest 
in the recipe and trademars proper, yet, as his 
name appeared in the firm,I could not leave 
out his name and simply make an sffidavit in 
the name of Hostetter. This is the ground 
upon which the arbitrators stated tuat I had 
myself declared Mr. Smith to be virtually a 
part owner of the recipe and trademark and 
hence they thought he or his heirs ertitled to 
one-third of the value of the recipe. And in 
my opinion, therefore, they awarded them 
$166,000 too much.” 

The award was made on the ground that all 
advertising was done over the firm’s name of 
Hostetter & Smith.

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Bonded Goods, 


It was stated last week that at the mer- 
chants’ conference to be held in Washington 
on the 19th, it is probable that a delegation will 
be appointed to wait upon a number of Sena- 
tors and Representatives with a view of having 
the present Bonded Warebou-e Act modified. 
All the commercial organizatians are now 
agreed that the customs laws of Gré at Britain 
and other countries have a decided advantage 
over ours in that they permit dutiable mer- 
chandise to remain !n bounded warehouses 
until required for consumption. Previous 
efforts to indu:e Congress to alter the law so 
as to enable United States bonded ware houses 
to hold in bond dutiable imported goods with- 
out payment ot duties until withdvawal entry 
ig made for consumption bave resulted in par- 
tial failure. This is attributed to various 
causes, not the least among which is the in- 
difference shown by many merchants at this 
and other ports. Resolutions favoring Mr. 
Hewitt’s propositions have been abundant, but 
the members who will attend the National 
Board of Trade Convention believe they can 
accomplish some practical good by urging the 
matter as a body at the meeting, and by per- 
eonally seeing the influential members of both 
bouses in Washington and layiug before them 
the views of the business and shipping com- 


munity they respectfully represent.

Mail 
advices from Paris to the 5th inst. are to the 
effect that prices at Bordeaux are advancing, 
owing to the limited stocks, and report sales of 
60 bags to a New York house for January de- 
livery at 425 francs. Negotiations are under 
way for the balance of supplies on hand an4 no 
further stock is expected there for two months, 
Since we last wrote, there bave been sal:s of 65 
bags of white picked Senegal in this market at 
4l@il¥jc. There has been an active business in 
gum myrrh at 22@24c for ordinary up to 35c 
for clear light gum, and the market closes 
firmer, Gum olibanum is reported to be scarce 
on the spot and is firmly held at 18@20c for 
tears and 8@9c forsorts. For tragacanthe the 
demand continues good and we have to report 
sales of 10 cases Turkey at 5744@62}4c, and 15 
cases Aleppo within that raige. 


Herbs and Leaves. 

The principal topic of interest in this market 
during the past woek was the reported corner 
in short buchu leaves, tne large »dvance in 
prices and the active business resulting there- 
from. Reports of exhausted supplies at the 
primary sources and the improbability of 
anything being received here before the time 
of the arrival of new crop, were received early 
in the week, and as stocks here were concen- 
trated and rather light, prices rapid'y advanced 
to 25c, which was the closing quotation, quality 
not considered. Buyers have been very anx- 
ious to secure supplies, but as holders are in- 
different, purchases curing the past few days 
have been rather difficult to effect. The trans- 
actions for the week foot up some 50 bales at 
prices ranging from the old quotations of 7@ 
12c up to 15@20c. The condition of the market 
is reviewed at length 1n an article on our edit- 
orial pages. Long buchu leaves are nominaliy 
quoted 22@24c, not being wanted to any ex 
tent. 

Coca leaves are held at prices too high to 
meet the views of the majority of buyers and 
as they are pretty weil stocked in consequence 
of the large purchases made a few weeks ago, 
there is little inclioation to buy. The nominal 
quotation is 30c for gresn and 25¢ for brown. 

The demand for Alexandria senna continues 
of a moderate jobbing character, buyers taking 
only what th ir current needs compel them to 
buy owing to the high prices stillruling. The 
market is very firmand we continue our quo- 
tations of 30@32c for natural, 29@30c for sift- 
ings and 40@424éc for garbled and sifted. Tin- 
nivelly is inquired for, but no further sales of 
consequence have come uncer our notice. The 
quoted range is 10@20c, as to quality. 

Roots. 

Since we last wrote there hus been consider- 
able business |ransacted in this market the in- 
terest «entering chicfly in ipecac and rhubarb, 
the former being the more active. 

An effort it is re; orted has been made to cor- 
nerthe market for ipecac, purchasxs having 
been made quietly on account of a prominent 
local house, here and on the other side. These 
have been going on for come time, and it is 
said the corner was almost or quite completed 
before it began to be known about in the trade 
generally. Prices took a sudden jump last 
week from the neighborhood of 80@87e to 
$105@1 10 which were the closing quotations. 
An active demand has been reported and sales 
have reached about 60 ceroons, the bulk of it in 
the neighborhood of +0c, the extreme range 
being 83}4c to $100. The foreign markets are 
reported to be almost bare, though this ia dis- 
credited by some partics here. The advance in 
the whole root has awakened a good deai of 
interest in the powdered, which has been in- 
quired for to a consideruble exten: and is nuw 
held at $1 10@1 20 according to quality. 

Rhubarb has been in very good demand at 
steady prices. We note sales of 600 lbs ordinary 
at 30c and 150 lbs cut within the range. Alka- 
net is quoted at 8c and has sold to the extent of 
libales. Gentian is becoming scarce and hold- 
ers generally now want 5c though we heard of 
a sale of 1,000 Ibe at 446". 

Honduras sarsapariilu is very scarce on the 
spot and the stock is now said to be in the 
hands of one dealer who is asking 26@3t1c as to 
brand. Reports from the primary market are 
in effect that the stock there ia about exhausted 
and that there is little or nothing to come for- 
ward. Mexican is very firm, the jobbing price 
of Tuxpan being 8c though in a large way 8c 
would be accepted. Tampico is held at 834@9c. 


Spices. 

There isa good jobbing demand, and prices 
are well maintained, with the exception of 
those for Zanzibar red pepper and pimento, 
which have declined. Cassia buds remain 
very firm a‘ the later advance in consequence 
of the exireme scarcity. The few cases of 
prime on the spot are held at Ile. 

Seeds. 

Business in most of the seeds since our last 
has been comparatively quit and we have few 
important features to note. Caraway and ca- 
pary seed are very firm but show no further 
ebange. Guinea grains are very scarce and 
firm. The lost sales were at{34° but there is 
now nothing of consequence cffeting. The 
nominal quo ation is 6c. 

There has heen quite a large movement in 
cardamom seeds, embracing all kinds, during 
the past week, and prices have advanced about 
10 per cent. The reported sales include 1.€09 
ibs Malabars, 200 lbs Manwalores and 250 ibs 








Alleppys. The stock is concentrated and 
prices are tending to a higher basis. 
Shellac. 


A steady feeling still pervades the market for 
shellac, but there has been no quotable change 
in values since the date of last writing. The 
demand is opening up well and though con- 
sumers are not disposed to anticipate their re- 
quirements they are buying more liberally 
than they did afew weeks ago. The reported 
sales embrace two lots of VSOof 50 cases 
each, 50 cases S D, 25 cases of O K, 10 coses T 
N and 25 cases of the same mark and 100 cases 


of S 8, the latter to arrive. All of 
these are reported to have been gold 
at fixures close up to the current spot 
quotations. There 1: reported to be quite 


som: inquiry for V 8S O at l4c, but the lowest 
price acceptable at present seems tuo be like. 
An incident that is reported to have added 
some strength to the position was the moving 
iato store of the matted goods that bave been 
pressing on the market of late. We have no 
cable news from the other side to-day, but mail 
reports are considered of an emcouraging 
nature, The stock in London at the beginning 
of the year was buc 2,000 cases heavier than it 
was twelve months before, according to a pri- 
vate letter. At the same time prices there are

The Situation of Quinine. 

A prominect jobber of this city speaking of 
the present position of quinine, says there are 
some points in connection with it which de- 
8 rye attention. A very important feature, he 
thinks, is the heavy increase in the cousump- 
tion in the United States. The iw port statistics 
being very accurately kept it is an easy matter 
to arrive at the exact quantity received from 
abroad, and he considers it a pity that such 
figures are not alsu forthcoming from Europe 
where, undoubtedly, a large increase must also 
have taken place. On Europe falls the task of 
supplying the .ew markets which lately have 
been opened up in Africa, Asia and Austral- 
asia, which will absorb increasing quantities in 
the future, 

The exact quantity of sulphate of quinine 
entered atthe port of New York during 1836 
was 1,500,000 ounces. The prodaction of the 
American manufacturers must be taken at 
1,200,000 ounces, and to these totais will have to 
be added the quantities :mported at the portsof 
Philadelpbia, Boston, Baltimore and New Or- 
leans, the returns from these places not having 
been received yet. It may, however, be safely 
computed at 300,000 ounces, thus bringing the 
tota! consumption of the United States up to 
8,000,000 ounces, or #40 percent over that of 
1835. Presuming that the consumption his in- 
creased at the same rate in other countries, it 
is safe to suppose the world’s consumption 
now reaches 6,000,000 ouncea. 

It is aiso 2 matter of considerable importance, 
our informant thinks, that in spite of the enor 
mous exports of ciachona barks frcm Ceylon 
and Java during the year 1886, the stocks at the 
close in all the bark markets of Europe and 
America, taken together. are in the number of 
bales and weight of contents within a few hun- 
dred thousand pounds of the stocks at the 
same period in 18835, This, in his opinion, 
shows that there wust bave been u greatly en- 
larged outlet for the manufactured articte, as, 
practically, nearly the whole of the bark re- 
ceived during the year must have been used 
up in the form of quiaine. 


The low prices prevailing for bark in Ceylon 
for the past six months has greatly curtailed 
shipments, the quantity exported since Octo- 
ber Ist being 1,430,000 lbs less than in the same 
period the previous year. ‘ihe total quantity 
of cinchona bara, at the end of 186, in London, 
Paris,Amsterdam and New Yo.k is represented 
by 62,000 bales,o. equal to avout 2,000,000 ounces 
of sulphate of quinine. Tois with the increased 
consumption, induced by low prices and new 
markets is equal to about four monthe’ supply, 
showing conclusively that the position of the 
article is improving every day. It may le said 
that the stock of the manufactuied article is 
excctasive, but says our informant, speaking for 
the New York market, it can sufely be stated 
that the available supply is not larger than Jast 
year. The control of the su/phate of quinine 
used in the United States has gradualiy cen- 
tered inthe bands of a few New York and 
Philadelphia firms and this country being the 
largest consumer, the future of the quinine 
business will be more or less iu the hands of 
American houses, 

At present the market is slow and uninter- 
esting; few transactions are reported, and 
those are of a jobbing nature. Consumers and 
sma)! dealers have lost faith in the article and 
do not carry anything like the stocks they did 
formerly. The jobber quoted says it is a fact 
that low prices do not appear to attract this 
class of purchasers. At any rate, as usuai in 
this market they will wait until an improved 
movement is fairly established before they be- 
gin to buy for more than immediate wants,

Pepsin and Commercial Pepsins. 
BY GEORGE A, GRIERSON, 


The Composition and Digestive Power of 
Commercial Pepsins.—As it was only necessary 
to arrive at their composition approximately, 
the following method was adopted. The sam- 
ples were first tested as to solubility in water 
and acidulated water. Ten grains of each were 
m.xed with 1 oz. of water and a like quantity 
with 1 oz. of water to which had been added & 
minims acid hydrochlor., P. B. The mixtures 
were occasionally shaken for twelve loure, 
placed on :ounterbalanced filters, the liquid 
allowed to drain off, and the residue dried and 
weighed. The general results arrived at by this 
process were then specialized by testing witb 
iodine and Febling’s solution respectively, and 
by microscopic examination. To test the 
digestive power of pepsin, seyeral methods 
have been recommended. One write: sugges‘s 
fibrir-; another, desiccated and powdered albu- 
men; but the favorite method seems to be that 
in which hard-boiled white of egg is the 
substance acted upon, and this was the 


one which was chosen. The first method 
was discarded tecause resulta obtained 
by it could not weil be compared with 


official standards; the second, because, apart 
from the difficulty of powdering the desiccated 
albumen, it appearei to have lost to a great 
exten: its solubility in peptic solutions. Had 
this method been practicable, it would have 
yielded mathematically accurateresults, which, 
however, were not sought for. Two grains of 
each sample were p'aced in‘a 12-oz. earthen 
ware jar with 8 oz. water, 1 drachm acid, by- 
drochior. P. B., and 600 grains hard-voiled 
white of +gg which had previously been passed 
througha hairsieve. Before th. pepsin was 
added, however, the jirs with the water acid and 
white of egg were all rai ed toa temperature 
of 11L° Fabr. oy means of a water bath. After 
adding the pepsin the temperature was gradu- 
aly raised to 130° Fahr., the mixtures being 
constantly stirred. This part of the process 
took half an hour, and the temperature was 
maintained at 130 degress for another balf 
hour, so that the whole process lasted 
one hour. The undissolved albumen was 
then thrown on muslin and allowed to 
dry itself in the air for about twenty- 
four hours, and its weight, subtracted from 
500 grains, gave approximately the umount 
dissolved, The fi.ures obtained simply show 
the solvent power of the pepsins, not their ab- 
solute peptonizing power; ut for practical 
purposes this is quite sufficient. It should also 
be noted that it is always advisable to usea 
larger quantity of albumen than the sample ‘s 
expected to dissolve, as in the initial stages of 
the process the pepsin is more active than in 
the latter—that is to say, thata pepsin which, 
when allowed £00 grains of albumen, dissolved 
200, might not dissolve 100 if on!y started with 
tbat amount. 


The ridiculous!y low etandard for pepsin set 
down in the Pharmacopceia has almcet made 
theterm "'B. P, Pepsin’ a by word for any 
pepsin of inferior quality. It is the aim of the 
Pbharmacopeela, I take it, to exclude adulter- 
ated articies,and make its definitions apply 
only tothe best of everything. If this is so, 
and a pepsin can be found to dissolve 50 grains 
of xlbumen uncer given conditions, surely that 
cannot bea genuine article which dissolves 
only one fifth of this! It shou!d be noted,bow- 
ever, that the time taken in my experiments is 
double that allowed by the Paarmacoyse@'a. | 
think the longer time gives more uniform re- 
sults. Ths experiments on solubility have an 
obvious bearing on another point in the cfficial 
test. This says that pepsin should be very 
little solub'e in water, which, of course, ex- 
cludes all samples containing a large propor- 
tion of sugar of milk, but it is rendered value- 
lees when we tind that starch is frequently 
used. This difficulty would be got rid of by 
adding, “three fifths of it should be soluble in 
water acidulated with hydrochloric acid.” I 
would not exclude starchy matter entirely, 
because it may sometimes prove useful in ren- 
dering the drying proce*s simpler and in mak- 
ing tke resultant powder less hygroscopic. 
That the presence of an inert powder, however, 
is not absolutely necessary is evident from the 
fact that the two best pepsins contain neither 
starch nor sugar. 

Bearing of experimental Results on the best 
Method for the Preparation of Pepsin.—The 
presence of epithelium in the best examples 
renders it evident that they are peepared in 
rome way direct frum the stomach, without 
undergoing any previous solution and filtra- 
tion. Whether prepared strictiy according to 
the official process (Beale’s) or by some modifi- 
cation of it, whereby the impracticable method 
of soraping is done away with, there is no evi- 
dence toshow. Muchfun has been poked at 
this process, the best example I remember 
being a bumorous article, with illustrations, 
which appeared in the Chemist and Druggist 
some little time since, and I must say that, pre- 
vious to undertaking this research, I was ex- 
ceedingly eceptical about it ever be ng used; 
but there is no gainsaying facte. From the 
fact that pepsin is so much more soluble in 
acid than in neutral media, it is difficuit to see 
how Petit’s procesa is applicable on a com- 


mercialseale. Sebeffer’s process bag not in 

| my hands yielded satisfactory sesulte; galt does 
not scem to throw out all the pepsin in an acid 
solution. 


Liquid Pepsios,—-A report on commercial 
, pepsins would obyiously be incomplete without 





the inclusion of the liquid variety, ;Nine sam- 
ples of this kind were examined. The method 
of testing was the same as for the solid, 1 
drachm of the fluid being substituted for the 
2 grains of the latter emp!oyed. The following 
shows the result :

Nos. 1 to 4 were evidently acidulated giyccr- 
ine extracts, the last of them being sold asa 
mixture cf pepsin and pancreatin. No.5 was 
sold as a compound wine containing pancreatin 
as well as pepsin andthe natural acids of the 
stomach. Itsaction on albumen does not say 
much for the activity of terments in their 
natural condition. It also contained iron asan 
impurity, probably the result of being mace in 
an enamelled pan which had seen better days. 
No. 6 was a.so an aciduated glycerine extract; 
considering the menstruum, it appcars as if, in 
ita preparation, philanthrophic motives had 
been lost sight of in commercial. Nos. 7, & and 
9 were ordinary wines, No. 9 being a foreign 
make of some repute. 

It appears from these data that wines are 
much inferior to glycerine preparations in di- 
gestive power. It should be borne in mind, 
however, that they are given in larger doses. 
[he great activity of the first four samples 
goes a long way toward disproving the state- 
ments made by Dr. Murrell that liquid 
preparations of pepsin are unsatisfactory. 
Indeed, the figures given for the best liquid 
pepsins do not represent their total tol- 
vent power (although this also holds 
good for the best solid pepsins). If longer time 
were given more albumen would be dissolved, 
but in comparative experiments this is neces- 
sarily of no moment. I do not think the want 
of activity in pepsin wines is due to the action 
of the alcohol on the ferment in the finished 
preparation. Althougha contrary statement 
has frequently been made,it would appcar 
that the presence of alcohol, even in large } ro- 
portion, does not destroy the peptic ferment. 
The weakness in the wines may,I think, be 
traced to one or all of three causes; either the 
crude material bas been deficient or faulty, or 
the hardening ¢ffect of alcohol »n animal tissue 
has prevented the menstruum exerting its sol- 
vent actio”, or there has not been sufficient 
acidin the menstruum. It is very probable 
that in the majority of cases each of these 
causes bas some influence. 

In conclusion, I cannot help expressing the 
belief that pepsin ‘s destined to take a more 
important place in the therapeutics (of the 
future than it bas done in the past. The only 
elements necessary for its success are, in the 
words of Dr. Murrell, first to test your pepsin, 
and then to give plenty of it. Its value as a 
palliative cennot be doubted, and palliative 
medicines, although not acting as specifics on 
the diseases they are intended to combat, tend 
to restore gencral nora! conditions by diminish- 
ing the friction caused by loval abnormalities, 
Chemist and Druygist,

The market during the past wees has been 
very quiet and the sales maxing are mostly 
confined to such quantities as current wants 
may require, with few sales of importance re- 
ported for future delivery. Stocks are ample 
to meet current requirements, though no sur- 
plus is reported among dealers. The recent 
arrival of Newcastle goods having been placed 
from dock, prices for these goods ave some- 
what firmer. Beach is quiet, and the same 
may be said of caustic soda. Acetic and 
oxalic acids are both lower, while arsenic and 
nitrate of soda are higher. Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co., in speaking of the Liv- 
erpool market under date of January 1, say: 
“There has been little going on in chemicals 
this week, and in some instances values have 
given way. When the market has got over the 
effect uf the holidays, however, the tone may 
improve. Soda ash meets with little attention. 
Nearest values for prompt are: Caustic ash 48 
per cent, 1@1 1-16d; high test, 1@1 1-16d;carbon- 
ated ash 48 per cent, 1 1-32@1 3-16; high test, 
1 1-82@1 1-16d. Soda crystals rather stagnant at 
£9 15s. Caustic soda shows no improvement, 
but vather the contrary. Sales in asmall way 
are reported at £7 5s@£7 63 3d for 60 per cent 
and £8 5s@£8 63 3d for 70 per cent. We quote— 
74 per cent, £3 15s@£9; 76 per cent, £10 Lis@ZL11. 
Bleaching powder with larger offerings and 
few orders has given way and there are now 
sellers at £7108. This price has been paid by 
American buyers. If orders continue scarce, 
price will probably be lower; while, on the 
other hand,a good demand would set values 
upagain. The Widnes Alkali Co., being now 
members of the combination, commence their 
reducticn of make from this date. This, it is 
reported, will take about 70 tons per week off 
the marh¢t, aud this may have some effect in 
keeping pricesup. Chlorate of potash declin- 
ing and 6344 is price for prompt delivery,” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands has been very quiet dur- 
ing the week under review. The demand as 
usual after the turn of the year bas 
shown more improvement for spot goods al- 
though for future shipments there has not been 
much call for the reason that nearly all of the 
large glass makers are already under contrict 
for this fire. The sales comprise 175 tons at 
prices ranging from 1 22}4@1 38bc as to brand 
and quantity. High test is meeting with the 
usual demand at prices ranging from 117%@ 
1£0c as to make and holder with sales of 50 tons 
reported within the range. The shipments 
from Liverpool tothe Uxited States and Can- 
ada for the year 18%6 showaslight decrease 
from those of the previous year, they being 
107,592 tons against 108,299 tons for 1885. Messrs. 
Jobn Haddock & Co. of Liverpool, in their an- 
nual review of the market say: “Soda Ash— 
The price of this article bas been governed by 
the vaiue of ammonia ash, the sellers of which 
have had to still further reduce prices in order 
to finda market for their increased output, 
Both cardDonated and caustic ash were selling 
at the commencement of the year at about 
1444 per degree, but the price has gradually 
given way and closed dull at 1d perdegree with 
no prospect of a rally. The combination of 
makers formed at the end of 1885 to curtail the 
decomposition of salt has had no appreciable 
effect on the market for this article.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent. during the past 
week, bas been in better request, specially for 
shipments to come to hand during the 
early spring. Values, however, do 
notshow any change, the range being from 120 
@125c, as to make, quantity and date of ship- 
ment, with sales of 160 tons reported within 
the range. High test has shown rather more 
life than has characterized this articie for some 
weeks past. Sales are reported of 756 tons at 
1 20@1 26c, as to brand and quantity. Messrs, 
P. D. Carr & Co., in epeaking of the Liverpool 
market intbeir circular say: Sodaash shows 
little change. Canstic ash for prompt is 1d@ 
L 1-32d.. and it is about the same for next year. 
Carbonated ash keeps up in this district, but it 
is lower on the Tyne, 

Alkali, 36 per cent, under free arrivals and a 
light demand, is very dull at the moment. The 
sules comprise 50 tons in lots from dock at 120 
@!1 2éc as to trand and holder, There has been 
a fair demand for B M, 48 per cent, both for 
prompt and for future delivery. ‘Lhe sales ag- 
szregating 450 tons at 1 20@1 25c as to quantity 
and date of delivery. The arrivals cf high test 
B M have not been very large during the weck 
under review. For spot lotsonly a moderate 
demand is reported, while for shipments ex- 
tending over the year there has been consider- 
able done at prices ranging trom 110@1 196 as 
to quautity and date of delivery. For jobbing 
lots, from dock and afloat, there has been a fair 
inquiry, the sales aggregating 275 tons at 115@ 
1 20c as to quantity and holder. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent has been quiet 
during the past week. The recent arrivals 
having in a measure supplied the current 
needs of buyers, little new business is re- 
ported, specially for future delivery, as nearly 


all of the large glass manufacturers bave suffic 
ient stock already contracted for to carry them 
through this fire. For store parcels, 1 27%@ 


130c is quoted, while for lots from dock and 
shipments extending over the first part of the 
year, 1 20@1 25c is named as to brand, quantity 
and holder, with sales of 450 tons reported 
within the range. High test is without special 
feature. The demand being light, prices are 
only nominal. Sales are reported of 75 tons at 
115@1 20c, as to quantity and brand; also 100 
tons to arrive at lc. 


Caustic soda 60 per cent is meeting witk the 
usual jobbing d*mand, both for spo and for 
lotson way. Sales are reported of 150 dms at 
prices ranging from 2 75@2 85c, as to quantity, 
brand and holder. High test continues to 
come treely to hand and at the moment the 
stock for prompt delivery is in excess of the 
demand, which has been very light during the 
past week. For cuntracts extending over the 
year there is almost no demand, buyers evi- 
dently are disposed to take their chances for 
the present. Sales are reported of 150 dms at 
2 45@2 4714c,asto make and quantity. The 
shipments from Liverpool to the United States 
for the year 1886 were 38.025 tons, as compared 
with 55,€09 tons for the same period of 1985. In 
their annual review ot the year, John Haddock 
& Co. of Liverpool eay: “Caustic soda in sym- 
pathy with other chemicals, has had a down- 
ward tendency, but considering the low price 
of raw material it has maintained a fair posi- 
tion on the whole, the average price of seventy 
per cent for the year being £8 7s 6d per ton. At 
the opening the price was £8 12s 6d, and itgrad- 
ually receded until August when the price fel 
to £858 per ton. In Septemb r howevera 
brisk demand sct in, principally from Conti- 
nental buyers, and the price advanced until in 
October £8 128 6d was again touched, but the 
value has since given way and it closed dull at 
£853 perton. ‘This is a fall of 73 6d per ton on 
the year, which is exactly the same figure we 
bad to record as the fallin 1885. White sixty 
per cent has closely followed tbe fluctuations 
of seventy per cent, opening at £7 1ls3d and 
closing at £73s9d per ton the average price 
being £7639d. Cream sixty per cent has not 
varied so much, and bas maintained a steady 
average of about £7 per ton.”’ 


Since the placeing of the recent arrivals of 
Bleach from dock the toarket at the close is 
somewhat firmer than at the date of our last 
review. For prime hirh test brands, 182% 
@1 85c is named for large }c ts, while for job- 
bing parcels 1 90c is quoted, Tne sales comprise 
150 casks from dock at 1&60cand 175 casks in 
lote at 1824@190c as to make quantity and 
holder. The circular refered to above in 
speaking of bleaching powder say: In Janu 
ary last the value of Hardwood f.o.b was £6 
7s. 6d, per ton, the price giving way during 
the year, and in June it had reached to £5 lis. 
perton. The Manufacturers in order to arrest 
the downward movement ,further curtailed 
thecutput. Later ou a meeting of the Bleacn- 
ing Association was held at which arrange- 
ments were made to continue the Association 
over 1887, anda large menufacturer, who had 
hitherto been outside, joined the combination 
which now practica'ly includes all the manu- 
facturers. After this the price soon rallied, 
and, with a brisk demand, advanced to £7 lis. 
per ton in November, closing the year slightly 
easier at £7 128. 6d. perton. The steady and 
increasing Home Trade demand throughout 
the year helped the manufacturors ccnsider- 
ably in keeping up the ; rics of this artic e. 


English sal soda is rather firmer since the 
placing of the recent arrivalsfrom dock. The 
sales comprise 50 tons in bond at 50c and 150 
tons at 80c, the market closing steady at 824@ 
85c as to brand, quantity and holder, Late 
mail advices from Liverpool say: “Soda crys- 
tals have not experieuc’d much fluctuation, 
the average price maintsined being about £2 
17s 64 per ton f o b, which was the value at the 
commencement of the year. An effort was 
made onthe Tyne in October to advance the 
price by reducing the o:itput and this succeed- 
ed for a short time, but the price afterwards 
gave way and closed at £2 15s per ton.’’ 


Sal soda American is meeting with more de- 
mand specially from the Paris green makers. 
The sales comprise 250 tons at 95@97}¢c f o b less

The Salphur Industry of the West.* 


BY HARRY C MY: RS 

The minerai deposits of our great West have 
for many years attr .cted a erent deal of atten- 
tention, both inthise untry and abroad. Be- 
sides the common minerals and compounds 
that chemists acknowledge as existing, there 
are beds of pure, white kaolin, mineral wax or 
ozokerite, borax, petroleum, bituminous coal 
veins forty teet thick, ri.b su!pbur deposits, ete. 
The+ut ject to which this article ie confined is 
sulpbur. Sulpbur, | believe, is not recognized 
by text-booke as existing to any extent 1: this 
country, and yet in the Territory of Utah, there 
is, beyoud doubt, the richest and largest known 
sulpbur deposit in the world, 

Sulphur is of volcanic origin, and existed in 
the interior of the earth; being heated there it 
escaped in the form of vapor, avd was preci- 
pitated on coming in contact with the cold air. 
[n order to refine this sulphur itis but neces- 
sary to repeat ihe process of nature by vapor 
iz'ng and condensing. 

It woula seem by the extent and purity of 
this deposit, however, that at some remote pe 
riod the sulphur must bave poured outina 
mo ten mrss and fl»wed like Ja‘ a into the val- 
ley beneath, This enormous deposit was locat- 
ed in about 1870 by the government surveyor, 
and is situated two hundred miles south of 
Salt Lake City, between the counties of Millard 
and Reaver on (ve creek,

a cubic foot of sulpbur, which is over a hun- 
dred pounds, that this deposit contains easily 
ten million tons of sulpbur. The poorest ore 
yet found in this locality contains 40 per cent 
sulphur and is almost black in color, but as the 
90 per cent ore is inexhaustible the poorer ores 
are disregarded, These ores were analyzed at 
Case School of Applied Science, by a familiar 
process, and found to be absolutely free from 
arsenic and antimony, which cannot be eaid of 
our imported Sicily sulphur The su!pbur ip 
this deporit is in strata measuring from eleven 
to twenty-twoinchesin thickness,and as it ia a 
surface depos:t itis worked much like the quar- 
ryingofsiore. It isthe nrefined by a new process 
which consists of melting the sulphur, forcing 
and straining it through a cylinder by the heat 
and pressure of steam, and as the ore is only 
contaminated with lava sand, it is very easily 
separated, - 

In many parts of this deposit the vapors are 
still rieing and the deposition is continuous. In 
sinking shafts the vavors are so intense that 
several workmen are required, for one man is 
soon overcome and anoth rone must take hie 
ple ce; and of'en birds and small animals enter 
the sulpbur sits for shelter and are soon over- 
come and suffocated In 1872a party of busi 
ness men endeavored to find the extent of this 
deposit. On camping out the first night their 
tents were filled with vapors and they were 
near y suffocated; next day they started to sink 
athaft, again the vapors drove them away and 
they bad notbinz to ehow for their trouble ex- 
cept a pair of sore eyes apiece. On their return 
they reported the discovery of the infernal 1e- 
gions in active operation. The way in which 
this deposit wa: discc vered is « rather peculiar 
one: it was noticed that at a certain time in the 
year, when the foliage of the trees was 
juet beginning to appear, that wherever 
a tree was growing near a sulphur deposit 
it was greener and more advanced then 
the trees about it; knowing this fact, 
a single person was enabled to discover 
und locate fourteen deposits. This advanced 
growth was probably due to the warmth of the 
rising vapors. Loon after the discovery of these 
beds, some Eoglish capitalist sent over experi- 
enced men a’ a great expense, who, being igno- 
ant of this fuct, failed to make a single loca- 
tion. 

A few years ago sulphur was discovered in 
Mt. Homboait, Nevada, which was 98 per cent. 
pure, but it proved to be only 8 “ pocket” and

The bigh rates of freight in the West have 
been a great drawback to the mining industries

This is the case with our sulphur industries. 


We now import nine-tenths of our sulphur 
from Sicily. The ore there ig taken from the 
bed of an extinct crater, several hundred feet 
below the surface, and is carried to 
the eurface upon the becks of cbildren, 
The ore does not average above twenty per 
It is then partiilly refined and 
shipped to us as * crude sulphur” this ia done to 
avoid the duty on the refined article ard as it 
ia shipped free as ballast, it makes a cheap arti- 
cle with which American high-priced labor and 
freigbts will hardly allow of competition 


The great demand for sniphur is of c-urse 
for the manufacturing of sulphuric acid, and 
it would seem at first sight that it would be 
necessary toship« ur Weste n sulpbur to the 
Fast and supply this demand, in order to make 
the enterprise a profitable on; this, ;lainly 
enough, would eat up the profits. But such is 
not the case; the demand for su'pbur in the 
West isenormousand is steadily increasing, 
and will continue to increase as long as the pop- 
ulation increases ard new industries are started 
in operation. Sulpbur is used Jargely in the 
West, especially in Colorado, New Mexico and 
Texas, asa ‘sheep dip.” This “dip” 18 com- 
posed of sulphur and an a'kali, and is used for 
cleansing the sheep and destroying a kind of 
itch that is common in that 1 cality. The car- 
rying out of this cleansing is compelled by Jaw. 
Little towns in the West that are hardly no- 
ticeable on the maps, and are almost unheard 
of, purchaseannually from five to ten carloads 
ofsulpbur. The suipbur is then suid tothe 
various ranches in the vicinity and used as 
described. Sulphur, again, ie largely used in 
restoring old vineyards, especially in California 
and that vicinity. Itisalso used in a variety 
of smuller ways that are well known in the 
East. The imports ot this article in 1878 were 
48,102 tons, and in 1886 were 1 7,538 tone, show- 
ing an increase of over sixty-nine thousand tons 
in the importation 1n eight yeare, and in the 
n-xt eight years, the increase. of cours’, will 
be much greater unless we bring our western 
sulpbur into the market; and it wil. be brought 
into the market and will compete with the 
Sicily trade, just as sure as American energy 
and enterprise continues to be what it has been 
in the past,

The subject of arsenical wail papers, One 
which has for some time past attracted public 
attention and been deemed worthy of much 
consideration by scientists and legisiators, was 
debated at the meeting of the Suffolk district 
of tre Massachusetts Medical Society, held last 
week in Boston. Dr. James R. Chadwick open 
ed the debate. He detailed his personal

eerious illness was directly traced to the 
wall paper used. At the close of his remarks he 
offered a resolution to the ¢ffect that arsenical 
wall papers are det: imental to health.

Natural Gas in California. 


The San Francisco Herald of recent dat 
gives the following account of natural gas dis 
covered near Steckton in that State:— 


The city of Stockton bas now a gas wel 
which for the present, will give it a lead an: 
while the gas flows, make it an importan' 
manufacturing city. Some time ago aM: 
Salomon residing 1} miles from French Camp 
in sinking an artesian well obtined gas, wit! 
which by means of a gas holder in which th. 
water was separated, he has since lighted bi: 
Premises and used in place of fuel. This prob- 
ably gave Jerome Haas a Stockton man, an: 
Farcington and Hyatt of the Stockton Iro: 
Works, the confidence to try sinking for eas 01 
a larger scale. Their well 12 inch pipe, is with. 
in the city limits, just opposite, but on th 
other side of Mormon Slough, from the paper 
mills. We have not been able to get the exaci 
depth of the well but understand it is 1200 fee: 
more or less. The gas comes up with the 
water, which rises some two or three feet abov: 
the surface, inlarge bubbles, say one-quarte 
of an iuch diameter and in sufficient quantiti« 
to light the town and run one-half the presen 
furnaces including the paper miils. The im 
p -rtance of the discovery may be estimate 
trom the fact that coal costs the paper mili 
$90 a day, besides hauling from steamer o: 
barge, feeding the furnaces and hauling th 
ashes and clinkers, As the gas comes up unde 
alight pressure, not like that of Pittsbur;
